How the Treadmill Life Within Prison 
Walls Begun—He Makes No 
Lien. 


Joseph Chesterfield Mackin, fine-worker, is 
in the penitentiary at last. Sheriff Hanchett 
concluded Wednesday night to take him to 
Joliet yesterday, but kept his own counsel, 
since be had been bothered for two or three 
days with inquirios from Mackin’s friends as 
to when he was “going down.” Joseph was 
not informed of the time of departure until a 
quarter past 11 o'clock yesterday mornimeg, 
when Chief Clerk Gleason told him to be 
ready in half an hour. He knew when the 
procedendo came from Ottawa that his stay in 
jail would be-short—that he was liable to go at 
any time; so, whea notified, be was ready to 
start. He said “Guod-by” to his wife and 
father-in-law Wednesday evening. Soon after 
getting up yesterday morning the jail barber 
shaved him and cut his hair short. His mus- 
tache was also shaved off. This was to save him 
from the ruder handling of the prison barber. 
He put on clean linen and brusned his hat and 
clothes, and when ne saw himself in the look- 
ing-giass he was as neat and as natty as when 
be used to stroll along the street and was ad- 
mired by the gang as the Democratic boss 
of Chicago. W.J. Gallagher, Dan Loring, J. 
C. Richberg, and a few other friends called 
about 10 o’clock and he said Good-by to 
them. At half-past 11 o’clocok there were a 
dozen personas in the jail office waiting to see 
him leave the building, but they were disap- 
pointed. The Sheriff slipped quietly in ata 
quarter of 12, and as Mackin was ready he was 
taken out of the kitcben-door, which opens 
into the yard, and hurried to Illinois street, 
where a carriage was in waiting. He was 
on the South Side before those in the office be- 
came aware that he was gone. The impression 
prevaiied that Mackin would be taken to Joliet 
on the Alton Road, and quite a crowd collected 
at the depot to see him off. But they also 
were disappointed. The Sheriff took his pris- 
oner to the Rock Island Depot. He seemed to 
think there would be a crowd there, and to 
avoid it drove to the south end of the depot, 
and did not go through the gate. The two 
walkea along inside the railing to the sleeping- 
car Rock Island,” the last but one on the 
train, and took possession of a state-room. 
Nobody was there to see Mackin off, and no 
one except two or three reporters recognized 
him. 

FAREWELL TO CHICAGO. 

The train left at ten minutes after 12. As it 
pulled out of the depot the Sheriff and Mackin 
went into the sleeper Vancouver,“ and eu- 
tered a state-room, where they remained dur- 
ing the trip. Mackin refused to talk to report- 
ers, sending out word by thé porter that he, had 
nothing to say. He was in excellent spirits, 
told stories, and taiked a good deal going down, 
but made no reference to bis case. 


Word had been sent to the penitentiary to 


have a carriage at the Eastern avenue crossing, 
but the train didn’t stop there, and the driver 


passengers and the train bands, and six or 
eight of the more curious went to the plat- 
form, and there was a general raising of win- 
dows to catch a glimpse of him. The Sheriff 
found Chief-Clerk Mueller, who was waiting for 
them. Hanchett and Mackin went up the track 
to Clinton street, while Mueller ran after the 
carriage. Mackin was not handcuffed, and 
walked by the side of the Sheriff with his hands 
behind his back. He smiled when he handed 
a newspaper and a box of matches to a re- 
porter, but became thoughtful, and went along 
with his eyes on the ground. He was within a 
mile, of the penitentiary—would be there in 
less {nan half an hour—and seemed to realize 
the fact. The carriage picked the two up at 
Clinton street, and they were driven rapidly to 
the prison, which they reached at twenty min- 
utes after 2 o’clock. 


USHERED INTO THE PEN. 

Mackin was at once taken into the gnards’ 
ball, where he was delivered to the receiving 
oflicer, Capt. Luke, the Sheriff saying: This 
is Joseph C. Mackin.“ Hanchett then went to 
the office and handed the mittimus to Warden 
McClaughry, who gave him the appended re- 
ceipt: 

ILLINOIS STATE PENITENTIARY, JOLIET, III.. 
Nov. 19, 1885.—To the Clerk of Court: Received 
from Seth F. Hanchett, Sheriff of Cook County, the 
body of Joseph C. Mackin, one (1) prisoner, who 
was tried, convicted, and sentenced at the July 
term, 1885, of the Criminal Court of said county, 


holden at Chicago. R. W. MCCLAUGHRY, 
Warden of the Penitentiary. 


Capt. Luke took Mackin to the convict’s 
bath-room—a large one, in which there are 
sixty tubs. He was ordered to strip and jump 
in, and did so. A note was made of all-the 
marks on his body. There was no necessity 
for his passing through the barber’s hands. 
His face was clean, and bis hair short enough. 
When ready for it a negro brought him a 
**zebra’’ suit—hat, jacket, vest, and pants, a 
canton flannel suit and drawers, a biue- 
checked shirt, heavy woolen socks, and 
a pair of beavy prison shoes. These articles 
were silently donned. They didn’t fit, of 
course, and the change was 80 great that 
Mackin was not recognized when first seen in 
the convict’s garb. He was then given a num- 
ber and had his descripuon taken. 


THE PRISON RECORD. 

This is the record:

After signing a paper which authorized the 
warden to open all letters which came to 
Mackin he was examined by Dr. Hawley, the 
Hospital Steward, and vaccinated. He was 
then turned over to the Rev. J. J. Walter, the 
chaplain, who asked him about his religion, 
education, etc.

IN THE SOLITARY. 

At half-past 4 he was locked up in what is 
kuown as the “court solitary,”” the mittimus 
requiring that his first day in prison should be 
spent in solitude. The cell was furnished like 
those in the regular cell-house, but there was 
a solid wooden door in front of the grated one, 
and the only light was obtained from a small 
window near the ceiling, so high up that only the 
sky could be seen. At 5 o'clock his supper 
was passed in to him. It consisted of a pound 
of excellent dry bread and a quart of tea.“ 

An effort was made to see Mackin, put he re- 
quested that no one be allowed to visit him. 
He was seen by Tae Tammo reporter when 
Deputy-Warden McDonald bad him in hand. 
He stood in front of the official, listening at- 
tively to him, ana had a decidedly serious look. 
He took everything from the beginning as a 
matter of course, and said nothmg beyond 
what was necessary from the time he entered 
the bath-reom until put in the cell. 

“He will be tr8ated like every other pris 
„neither 
persecuted nor petted, because be happens to 
enjoy some degree of notoriety. I have no 
doubt he will conform to the rules and make a 
good prisoner.“ 

He was the best prisoner I ever had in the 
County Jail,” said Sheriff Hanchett. 

THE TREADMILL LIFE. 

“His photograph will be taken, went on 
McClaughry, as soon as our gallery is ready 
and be put iuto our collection. In the mornmg 
the doctor will examine bim and find out his 
physical condition. Upon that will depend the 
work he will do. If able, he will be put into a 
shop with fifty or seventy-five men and be in- 
structed by the foremap. He will be assigned 
to a cell on the gallery to which his particular 
gang belongs, and there the treadmill life will 
begip.”’ 


Mackin has been in the penitentiary before, 
having visited it twice with some politicians, 
and he knows Warden McClaughry. That, how- 
ever, will not help him to get a soft job, 
Soon after he was sentenced some of his 
friends went to the prison and endeavored to 
arrange things so that he would not have to do 
heavy work. Haa he gone down in July a con- 
tractor might have taken him into his office as 
a clerk. That position, however, is now filled. 
He will doubtless be assigned to the stone de- 
partment and remain there until there is a 
vacant clerkship, which he may get, provided 
he is competent.

A General Attack on the Practice of 


Having Fun at the Expense of 
the Government. 


Senators in a PickleOongress Without a 
Code of Joint Rules—National 
Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 19.—([Special.|— 
Second Controller Maynard today threw out 
an account of $141 for what he calied a junket 
of the House Appropriations Committee last 
winter on the naval vessel Tallapoosa to 
Fortress Monroe. The professional watch- 
dogs, Randall and Holman, are members of 
that committee, and it will be interesting to 
know what they will say at the fact that their 
accounts have been disallowed. The trip on 
the Tallapoosa, although nominally to make 
an inspection of some Government ver 


sels, was in fact a junket. It is 
said that this is the first time 
that a Treasury accounting officer 


has ever thrown out an account of a commit- 
tee of Congress. Controller Maynard is ex- 
pected to go through all the military and naval 
accounts in this manner, and the Democrats 
have great hopes to make political capital out 
of his discoveries. 

Controlier Maynard also disallowed an ex- 
pense account for more than $1,000 of Surgeon 
Billings, U. S. A., who attended the medical 
conventions in Europe last year by the direo- 
tion of the War Department. 

Congressmen say it will be necessary to 
make some change in the law as to auditing ac- 
counts, and that if the accounting officials have 
the final judgment it will be necessary for 
them to pass upon.an expenditure before it is 
inourred, so tar as practicabie, A great many 
accounts are being disallowed, apparently for 
political purposes, which have been incurred 
by army and naval officers acting under ex- 
press orders, and these deductions, unless Con- 
gress shall afford relief, must be taken from 
the—in many cases—very inadequate pay of 
an officer who merely performed his duty. 

THEY ALL WANT THEIR PERQUISITS. 

Senators regretfully surrender their per- 
quisits. Some ofthe Republican Senators are 
displeased at the action of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms in dismissing a number of employés. 
Sergt. Canaday, since the adjournment, has 
dropped twenty persons from the pay-roll of 
the Senate, and effected a reduction of $25,000 
in the expenditures. This wasdone under the 
direction of the majority of a committee ap- 
pointed by the Republican caucus to discover 
whether any reduction of expenditures was 
possible. It is said tnat the majority 
of this retrenchment committee contem- 
plates making further reductions and intends 
to recommend that the Senate shall dispense 
with a number of minor ornamental commit- 
tees, whose chief object is to furnish a Chair- 
manship, a room, and a clerk for some Senator. 


THE JOINT RULES. 

The Congress of the United States, accord- 
ing to the best parliamentary authorities in 
Washington, is the only parliamentary body 
which hus not a code of joint rules. The Sen- 
ate Committee on Rules, which last year made 
a revisiou of the system of rules, proposed also 
a code of joint rules. The Senate adopted the 
revision and agreed to the joint rules, but the 
House refused to accept tho joint rules. The 
Senate revision is readyto be printed, but the 
Committee on Ruies has determined to wait un- 
til after the holidays before printing it, in 
the bope that the new House will agree to the 
joint rules. There has been a controversy be- 
tween the House and Senate on this subject 
since the Rlectoral Commission. Mr. Randall 
then insisted that the old joint rules were m 
existence, and did not need to be again adopt- 
ed. The Senate would not accept this theory, 
and the controversy between the ‘two Houses 
has remained unadjusted, 

Speaker Carlisle arrived this afternoon, but is 
fli from a cold and overwork, confined to his 
room, and sees no one. There is great interest 
to know what his views are as to the proposed 
changes in the rules. Those who have been in 
correspondence with him say that he approves 
the change. 

MISCELLANEOUS REPORTS. 

From the annual report of Chief-Inspector 
West it appears that 539 arrests were made by 
Post-Office Inspectors during the year. Con- 
victions were obtained in 179 cases in United 
States Courts; in twenty-four cases in State 
courts; 232 persons arrested await trial; and the 
other cases were dismissed or not prosecuted. 
During the year 459 post-offices were robbed 
and 256 burned. Thirty-three postal-cars were 
destroyed by fire. Complaints of loss of mails 
to the number of 559 were investigated, and 
actual loss was found to have occurred in 500 
cases. The Ins rs recovered .$15,203 of 
missing funds and $13,000 was restored to the 
owners. From delinquent Postmasters $58,352 
was recovered and turned into the Breasury. 

The annual report of the Surgeon-General of 
the Marine Hospital Service shows that during 


the last fiscal year and up to Sept. 30 the number 


of patients treated was 4,172. The necessity for 
the establishment of a hospital at the Port of 
New York is urged, as is also the propriety of 
additional legislation governing the appoint- 
ment of medical officers. The disbursements 
from the epidemic fund during the fiscal year 
amounted to $52,009. The establishment of a 
Government quarantine at San Francisco is rec- 
ommended,

He urged all non-union men to juin the ranks 
and in the spring they would be prepared to 
ask for better wages and for eight hours ag a 
day’s labor. 

The Tanners’ and Curriers’ Union met at No. 
636 Milwaukee avenue. Mark Crawford of the 
Trade and Labor Assembly made a speech favor- 
ing a compact union of all workmen in the 
business. George A. Schilling of the Conpers’ 
Union followed, and said that if y were de- 
termined they could not only conquer capital 
but the prejudices that existed among them, 
and better wages would follow. A. C. Button 
of the Bricklayers’ Union said t he was sur- 
prised to learn that the tanners and curriers 
were not prepared to go out for eight hours as 
a day's labor. The aifficulty with the tanners 
and curriers was that they lacked organization. 
Their bosses had cut them down 10 per cent 
and would cut them still lower uniess they 
united. The bosses could not do this to the 
bricklayers. The latter fixed their own wages 
and the bosses conformed toit.

3, was followed within a few hours by that of 
Henry N. Smith. The downfail of Heath & 
Co. was very complete. Jay Gould was 
involved in the failure to the extent of 
$260,000; G. P. Morosini, his partner, 
nearly $500,000, and others mourned as fol- 
lows: James Low, $400,000; Addison Cam- 
mack, $60,000; and W. L. Scott, $30,000. 
Mr. Morosini oeptained an attachment 
against the property of the § firm. 
He stated that he deposited $480,000 with Heath 
& Co. and directed them to purchase 2,380 
shares of Manhattan stock and $25,000 of sec- 
ond mortgage bonds of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated Railroad, to cost in all §215,000; that on 
calling for his money and securities he had 
been told the money was disposed of and the 
securities hypothecated. He alleged that 
this disposizon of his property was 
fraudulent. The suspicion that the 
property of Heath & OCo.’s customers 
had been spent in belping Smith pull through 
was strengthened by tne discovery that Smith's 
losses on closing out his indebtedness to 
Heath & Co., and the amount due de 
positors or other customers of Heath 
& Co., were about identical amounts. 
The firm of Heath & Co. had been 
in existence for twenty years, and had done a 
commission business, including the accounts 
of Jay Gould, James Fisk Jr., Daniel Drew, 
and other large operators.

ness men. The name of Claflin extends wher- 
ever the dry-goods trade extends, and that is 
to the remotest corner of our continent.

Socially Mr. Claflin was little known, 
as he attended etrictly to business, and in this 
way built up a trade which aggregated millions 
of dollars yearly.

My Dear Mother: I received your letter of bene- 
diction, and yesterday (Sunday) asked Pére André 
to place it upon the altar during the celebration of 
mass, that I might be held under the shadow of its 
biessing. I asked him afterwards to place his hand 
upon my head that | migbt worthily receive 
it, as I could not attend at church, and 
he thus diffused upon me the graces 
of mass with its abundance of spiritual and 
temporal biessings. To my spouse, my children, 
my brothers and sister-in-law, and other rela- 
tives, whoare all very dear to me, say farewell.

LAWYER STORY THREATENS. 

Mr. Story—Counsel for defendant want to 
have an opportunity to inspect those baliots or 
envelopes before they are offered in evidence, 
and if this court does not afford them the de- 
sired opportunity I shall invoke the aid of the 
criminal law to prevent any further rape on 
these trunks. 

The court—I think, Mr. Story, the defend- 
ant will be confined to this court in regard to 
any such questions. When itis demonstrated 
to this court that witnesses are desired to be 
offered on the part of the complainants as bav- 
ing witnessed the sealing, the’ placing in the 
trunks of certain envelopes, and to identify 
those envelopes the trunks will have to 
opened. If a number of witnesses are p 
duced ready to look at those trunks and show 
that the marks they have put on them are the 
same, they shall also be preseut when their 
private marks are broken and see whether 
their marks bear the same appearance as when 
they put them on. I will advise a practical 
course: Let the trunks be taken into this 
court and let the witnesses who are to testify 
on behalf of the compiainants as tq their appear- 
ance and contents also be presentihere in court 
and make their examination of che trunks 
before they are opened. The defendant shall 
be at liberty to have an equal number of wit- 
nesses present to examine the trunks. The 
trunks may be opened, and the witnesses who 
are said to have seen the envelopes placed in 
there may examine the envelopes, also, and the 
respondent shall be allowed to bave an equal 
number of witnesses look at the envelopes and 
examine the contents of the trunks. After that 
examination those packages shall be placed in 
larger envelopes and sealed up, not to be 
opened again except one ata time, asit may 
be necessary, if ever, to allow witnesses on the 
stand to refer to the ballots. 

The parties then went back to Mr. Windes’ 
room and finished Mr. Swift's cross-examina- 
tion. Nothing new was elicited, and the bear- 
ing was adjourned until this morning. 

Mr. Green procured the large envelopes 
necessary to put the packages in under the 
crder of the court, and will have the trunks 
brought into court Saturday morning, Judge 
Prendergast being too busy today to attend to 
the matter. Mr. Green thought that in moving 
the trunks from the City Clerk’s office to the 
court-room some of the seals might be broken 
and asked for a bailiff to accompany the 
trunks.

INDIANA—A DECREASED CORN CROP—HOG- 
CHOLERA’S RAVAGES. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 19.—[{Special.]— 
State Statistican Peelle estimates the In- 
diana corn crop at 120,000,000 bushels, or 20,- 
000,000 less than tne August figures of tho State 
Board of Agriculture. 

A serious cause of complaint in the northern 
part of Marion County and the southern 
portion of Hamilton arises because of 
the prevalence of hog-cholera. On some 
farms halfof the hogs have died, and many 
farmers, fearing that their porkers would be 
attacked by the disease, hurried them off to 
market half-grown and half-fatted. Hog- 
cholera in the most malignant form has ap- 
peared among the herds near La Fontaine, ten 
miles south of Wabash. Already it is esti- 
mated that 200 animais have died, and the 
ravages of the disease continue unabated. 

Vincennes, Ind., Nov. 19.—[Special.|—The 
jury in the case of Charles Smith, Frank 
Burns, and John R. Hody returned a verdict 
last Wednesday night giving Burns fifteen 
years in the penitentiary and acquitting Smith 
and Hody, who made a bee line across the river 
for Illinois after bemg set free. The crime for 
which Burns is sent up is the killing of an un- 
known old man Oct. 17. Burns was completely 
overcome when the verdict was read to him.

had been told differently, and informed her 
so. ‘*Weill,” said she, “I know that 
the open saloons in Atchison are 
olosed.“ That settled it. She wouldn't 
say she knew unless she did know. 
I felt sure of that, for her words were so sin- 
cere and winning that no one could doubt 
them. Then she volunteered to tell me how 
she knew. She said that Atchison was Gov. 
Martin’s home. That when a candidate he 
pledged the people of Kansas to enforce the 
law and close the saloons. That he was a 
truthful and determined man. That after he 
was elected he went right to work. He began 
at home—that is, at Atchison—and closed every 
saloon. That settled the matter beyond a pos- 
sible doubt. The next morning I took the train 
for Atchisop. Iran down through that beauti- 
ful part of Nebraska traversed by the Atcbi- 
son & Nebraska Railway. Stepping off the 
train at Atchison I engaged a carriage to take 
me to the house of a friend. Just before 
stepping into the carriage I said to the driver: 
„Say, can you tell me where a fellow can get 
a drink?“ A drink?“ said be, Tes; right 
across the street is a saloon, if that’s what you 
want.“ I went across the street ana there 
to my utter surprise was a regular, well-fur- 
nished, open-doored saloon.

I pretended to drink 
some of it, but of course did not doit. Said I, 
“How much?” Said he, “Fifteen cents.’’ 


That's good goods, said be. It's a good 


price,“ said I, “but the quality I consider 
mighty poor.“ I telt pained, pained to think 
that tne good Mrs. Sibley could tell me sucha 
whopping mistake, pained to think that Gov. 
Martin had not kept his word, and pained at 
the price and miserable quality of the whisky. 
After supper was over my friend came down- 
town with me. Wecame down the principal 
street. The business part of the city is prin- 
cipally on this street. We counted from the 
street-car window twenty open saloons on 
this one street. If I should stop here the mat- 
ter would still be in doubt; some one might 
read this statement and then meet Mrs. Sibiey. 
If so, and I gave no further proof, there would 
be simply my statement and Mrs. Sibley’s 
atatement against it. No one could hear Mrs. 
Sibley and not believe her; so I want to add 
that on the following morning I visited person- 
ally every saloon I could find on this principal 
street and all in sight of it both ways. I read 
in each saloon the Government license in 
which “retail liquor-dealer was printed in 
broad-faced type that could be read half 
across the room. I also read the Mayor's li- 
dense in every saloon. I saw whisky 
and beer in every saloon and saw 
men drinking and treating in them 
as openly and freely as ever I saw drinking 
and treating done anywhere. I found these 
places without assistance and without inquiry.

Mr. Charles E. Bradley has two saloons, one 
at the depot and one up-town. So in all I 
found thirty-two open saloons, and I attempted 
to find more that were not in sight of the prin- 
cipal street. How many more there may be I 
do not know, but thirty-two I can testify to. 
I could find no one in Atchison that would tell 
me much, especially the city officials. I called 
Mr. Gerow, the City Clerk, out of a crowded 
court-room to ask him some questions, and at 
the first question he vanished. The policemen 
knew nothing that anybody wanted to find out. 
Having found thirty-two saloons I struck for 
the gambling-houses. I soon found one—a 
dirty, dingy, back room, with a faro and 
hazard game in full blast. Some of 
the players told me that pober was played in 
the front room, but that Strangers were not 
admitted. They also told me of another game. 
I found it to be a private game, but by getting 
a man of the town to vouch for me I gotin. I 
am not at liberty to tell what I sawthere. I 
afterwards found another open game. I could 
not find.from any source whether these houses 
pay a city license, but I have no doubt they 
do. The saloons do in the same manner as at 
Council Bluffs. Mayor Vaughan is not the in- 
ventor of the system. He adopted the Kansas 
plan. The saloons in Atchison pay $25 per 
month. The only information I could get as 
to houses of ill-fame was from hack drivers, 
but, they agreed. that the houses were fined 
$20 per month and the inmates $10, and that 
there were halt a dozen houses and trom forty 
to fifty inmates.

In addition to this, it doubtless gets some- 
thing from its gambling houses. Atchison has 
to compete with St. Joseph, Mo. Saloon li- 
censes there are about $1,000, that is to the city 
and county. Atchison feels it to be unfair 
that the people of its own State will not give it 
an equal chance with St. Joe, and so it takes 
its city government into its own hands, and 
for five years has openly and successfully de- 
fied the constitutional law of its own State. 
I never saw more drinking and carousing than 
Isaw in the saloons in Atchison. Old and 
young, black and white, seemed determined to 
outdo each other. Swearing and obscenity and 
drunken vulgarity filled the mouths and ears 
of the crowd. Gov. Martin ought to close 
these hell holes. I stood at one bar an hour 
and nearly $15 passed over the counter for 
drinks. There is probably from $1,000 to 
$2,000 spent in drinks in Atchison daily; 
nearer $1.000,000 than $500,000 annually. What 
is the matter with Gov. Martin here at his own 
home? The matter is this: Atchison has the 
right under 


them very agreeable and talkative and 
l asked a great many questions, and Mary an- 
swered the most of them, and seemed the best- 
informed of the three. 

Lubajack, your daughter seems remarkably 
well-informed.” ‘ Well,” said he, she ought 
to be. Sbe bas always beon to school, and sbe 
will graduate in two years more.”

She played The Silvery Waves and a selec- 
tion from Beetboven—a simple selection—and 
played both with ease and fair expression.

May little Mary Lubajack never know any 
other boy than the “dariing of her heart’’ if 
he loves her, and may he come some bright 
day and take her away from these terrible sur- 
roundings and temptations. Yet I doubt if she 
will ever find one who will love her more ten- 
derly than she is now loved by this Bobemian 
saloonkeeper and his wife, and very likely she 
may never find one who will more carefully 
guard and protect ber innocent life. I was 
about to leave when she said: ** May I ask your 
name?” ‘* Certainly,’’ said I, and I gave her 
my card. She looked at it and sad: Do you 
write for Tax CHICAdO Trispune?”’’ Tes,“ 
said il. “Why?” “O, nothing,” said she. 
“Why, that is a Republican paper.“ 
„Fes, said I. and then I said, Are you a Re- 
publican?” “No,” suidshe. My paper isja

This was row No. 2. After things quieted 
down a little I asked Mr. Lubajack how many 
saloons there were in town, and he said 200. 
“Two hundred!“ said 1. what is your 
population?” “Thirty thd * said he. 
“Why,” said I. that is as bad as Omaha ever 
was, even in its worst days.“ Well, it’s bad 
enough, the Lord knows,” said he. I then vis- 
ited a dozen or more saloons, and 1 
thought Mr. Lubajack was right. Drunken 
men are rarely seen nowadays, North 
or South, but there were drunken men’ 
here in every saloon almost, and such swear- 
ing I never heard. I finally inquired if there 
were any games in town, and they directed me 
totwo. The first game was a noisy one—faro, 
hazard, poker, and stud-poker. I sat down 
near the stud-poker game. The ante man 
passed in a low tone and they were about to 
pass him out when he stuck in a stack of 
chips. There was a large pot. The man next 
to the ante man egaid, ** You passed.“ No, I 
didn't.“ said the ante man. I know you did,“ 
said the next man. Call or give up the pot. said 
the ante man. ‘I'll not doit,” said the next 
man. Tnere's a pair of kings, and you will 
beat them or I will take the pot, or I'll throw 
you out of the window, you ——of a ——.” 
This was row No. 3. I adjourned before it 
ended and went over to the other game. Here 
they have the regular Kansas layout—roulet, 
hazard, faro, poker, and stud- poker. It was a 
quiet game compared with the other. I saw 
them play a while, and when they all ieft the 
hazard game I went over and opened 
up a conversation with the thrower. He said 
there were but two open games in town and 
they paid a regular fine of $200 per month each. 
I asked him why they put it so bigh, and he 
said to keep games out. If the license was iow 
the town, he said, would be full of houses. I 
noticed in all these places a great many 
soldiers. There are about 500 in the fort here. 
They had just been paid off and were having a 
high old time. This is the place se- 
lected for the Western Soldiers’ Home. 
Leavenworth will be an interesting place for 
the old soldiers. It was now late and I started 
for my hotel. I had gone but a couple of 
blocks wher a crowd of fellows started for me 
with the cry, That's him.“ They came upon 
me pell-mell, as if to hang me, but only to find 
they were mistaken in their man. I had no 
revolver, and if I had been possessed of one I 
was probably too scared to use it; but I would 
have been justified in firing into the drunken 
mob with anything whatever. This was row 
No. 4 At last I got to my hotel and 
was asking for the key to my room 
when a soldier rushed in calling for the police 
and shouted, ** Send a police to the Ocean 
Wave.” Then be slammed the door and 
started back, I presume, to the Ocean Wave.“ 
I did not visit he Ocean Wave.“ but it is 
said to be a billowy place, where many a sailor 
gets floundered and many a bark goes under. 
This was row No. 5. I was glad when morning 
came and the night and its scenes were over. 

IN THE POLICE COURTS. 

After breakfast I visited the Police Court. 
They were busy, and yet, said the Chief of Po- 
lice, “It was not a bad night. No- 
bod: was hurt much.” It was Mr. 
Shallcross. He was very gentlemaniy and 
obliging. He was very different from the offi- 
cers at Atchison. He had nothing to conceal. 
He said there were only about 160 saloons, and 
they paid $10 per month, four houses of ih- fame 
at $20 per month, and thirty-six inmates at $10 
a month. So Leavenworth's revenue for licens- 
ing crime is as follows;

THE REVENUE COMMISSION, 


YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 19.—(Special.|—The 
Revenue Commission devoted almost the eutire 
session today to consideration of Mr. Thomas’ 
proposition to tax corporations and finally 
adopted it by a vote of nine to two. Messrs. 
Hay, Crandon, Duff, Ewing, Gale, Thomas, 
Waller, Warren, and Wilson voted aye, and 
Burchard and Trumbull no. The sections are 
a substitute for Secs. 32 to 39, inclusive, of the 
present code and are as follows: 


SECTION —. The stockholders of every corpo- 
ration ir this State, including National banks, and 
excepting railroad companies, sleeping-car compa- 
nies, telegraph companies, telephone companies, 
insurance companies, and express companies, shail 
be assessed and taxed on their shares of stock in 
the county, town, city, village, or district where the 
principal office of such corporation is located or 
kept, and not elsewhere, whether such stockhold- 
ers reside in such place or not. 

Szc.—. The taxable value of such shares 
shall be determined by first ascertaining the fair 
value of all the shares of stock of the corporation, 
from evidence furnished by the statements herein- 
after provided for, or from actual bona tide sales, 
or such other evidence as the Assessor may collect, 
and deducting from such fair value the assessed 
value, as fixed by the last assessment, of all the 
tangible property of such corporation, over and 
above the incumbrances and liens thereon, wheth- 
er created by mortgage, ceed of trust, judgment, 
decree, or otherwise, except incumbrances or liens 
issued to stockholders without adequate valuable 
consideration; and the aggregate value of all such 
shares so ascertained shall be divided by the num- 
ber ot shares issued and the quotient shall be the 
taxable value of each of said shares; 
and no other deduction except that above 
named shall be made or allowed upon any 
account whatever; and when nothing has been 
paid into the corporation on such shares, and it has 
no taxable property in this State assessed in pur- 
suance of law, tney shall not be valued at less than 
10 per cent of their value. Every such corpora- 
tion shall, between the first and last days of Janu- 
ary, in each year, make and deliver to the County 
Assessor of the county in which such corporation 
bas its principal office a statement, in writing, set- 
ting forth: First, the name of the corporation; sec- 
ond, the place where its principal office is 
located; third, the amount of capital stock 
authorized; fourth, the number of shares of such 
stock; fifth, the par value of each share; sixth, 
the amount of capital stock paid in: seventh, the 
amount of the last dividend on each share; eighth, 
the date of the last dividend; ninth, the aggregate 
amount of dividends on each share in the preced- 
ing five years; tenth, the amount ofall distributions 
during the preceding yearof bonds, stocks, or other 
property of any kind whatever among the stock- 
holders, and the amount of value allotted to each; 
eleventh, the amount of cash, if any. paid by the 
stockholders to the corporation for any such bonds, 
stocks, or other property; twelfth, the amount of 
distributions during the preceding five years of 
bonds, stock, or other property of any kind what- 
ever, amongst the stockholders, and the amount or 
value allotted to each; thirteenth, the amount of 
eash, if any, paid by the stockholders to the cor- 
poration for any such bonds, stock, or other prop- 
erty; fourteenth, the county or counties in which 
the tangible property of the corporation is assessed 
in this State: fifteenth, a description of the 
tangible property; sixteenth, the aggregate us- 
sessed value of all the tangible property in this 
State; seventeenth, the amount of the indebted- 
ness of the corporation on all accounts; eight- 
eenth, the amount of such indebtedness incurred for 
expenses of the lagt year: nineteenth, the amount 
of such indebtedness incurred in the purchase and 
improvement of property, real and personal; twen- 
tieth, the total gross income of the corporation 
for the preceding year from all sources, except 
payment on the capital stock; twenty-first, the 
amount of the surplus of the corporation accumu- 
Jated during the last five years; twenty-second, 
the amount added to or made partof the surplus 
of the corporation during the preceding year; 
twenty-third, a list of the stockholders and the 
number of shares held by each the ist of Janu- 
ary.

THE REPUBLICAN MAJORITY IN 
THE SHNATE, 

The election of J. H. Mitchell as Senator 
from Oregon makes the Senate stand: Re- 
publicans, 40; Democrats, 34; Readjusters, 
2. Unless changes are brought about by 
death or resignation this will be the strength 
of the respective parties in the Senate until 
1887, when Senators are to be elected from 
California, Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, 
Indiana, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
York, Onio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Texas, 
Vermont, Virginia, West Virginia, and Wis- 
consin. Some of these States will elect Sen- 
ators this winter, but none of the new mem- 
bers will take their seats until 1887. During 
the first half of Cleveland’s term the Repub- 
licans will have a majority of six without the 
Readjusters, who, however, are pretty cer- 
tain to vote with the Republicans. Practi- 
cally the Republicans are assured of a major- 
ity of eight, and there is a reasonable pros- 
pect that after 1887 the Republican strength 
in the Senate may be increased, or at least 
preserved. 

The election of Hipple-Mitchell balances 
the loss of Mahone and retires Slater, Demo- 
crat. The Democrats made every effort to 
avoid the loss of a Senator in Oregon, but 
without success. The action of seventeen 
Democrats in the Oregon Legislature in vot- 
ing for Mitchell represents simply personal 
or local complications. The campaign against 
Mitchell was purely personal, and itis prob- 
able that the slanders put forth by one of the 
Republican factions reacted and secured him 
a number of Democratic votes. The Demo- 
crats who voted for Mitchell may have hoped 
in this way to intensify and prolong the fac- 
tional controversy between the Republicans 
in that State, but so far as concerns National 
politics the immediate effect of their action is 
to puta Republican in the United States 
Senate instead of a Democrat. Mitchell has 
been a lifelong Republican, and the story 
that he secured Democratic votes by pledg- 
ing himself to support the Cleveland Admin- 
istration is entitled to no credence. Mitchell 
will offset the loss of Mahone, preserving the 
present majority until 1887, when thereis a 
prospect that the Republican strength in the 
Senate may be increased, or at the very 
worst not diminished so as to change the 
control of that body. 

Although Mr. Cleveland has the prospect 
of facing a Republican Senate throughout his 
term he need expect no factious or petulant 
opposition. Undoubtedly if the situation 
were reversed a Democratic Senate, true to 
the destructive and coercive instincts of the 
party, would block the Government, withhold 
appropriations, reject nominations without 
cause, and exhaust every means to domineer 
over the Executive and thwart him in the 
performance of his duties. The Republican 
Senators, however, have shown already that 
they regard Mr. Cleveland as the lawful, if 
not the rightful, President of the United 
States, and they will interpose no factious 
opposition to the exercise of his legitimate 
functions. Most of Cleveland’s nominations 
will be confirmed. The Republican Sena- 
tors recognize the fact that Cleveland was 
elected to the Presidency for the pur- 
pose of dividing the spoils, and it 
is not their function to arrest the 
natural consequences of a Democratic 
victory. It is only in cases where the fraud- 
ulent pretense of offensive partisanship”

The Adminis- 
tration is subject in every particular to the 
dictation of the money-lenders and the bond 
and mortgage holders of the East—the cred- 
itor classes who want to put a tighter squeeze 
on their Western debtors by making money 
scarce and dear. It is an Eastern Administra- 
tion—a New York Administration—with the 
Treasury in the absolute control of New 
York men and governed according to Wall 
street doctrines. Gould and Vanderbilt were 
the first to congratulate Cleveland on his 
election to the Presidency. These are the 
men who pull the wires in Wall street, while 
Cleveland, Manning, Jordan, and all the other 
members of the New York Administration 
dance in Washington. Vanderbilt contributed 
$150,000 to the campaign fund to secure the 
election of Cleveland, and has never been 
heard to say that his money was not well in- 
vested. The great Eastern corporations and 
monopolies were solid in support of Cleve- 
land, and there is no indication that his 
course in office has disappointed them in the 
slightest degree. 

In the last campaign the Western Green- 
backers, especially those of Iowa and Michi- 
gan, voted to strengthen the New York Ad- 
ministration for its war on silver and green- 
back money. If silver is permanently de- 
monetized, the legal-tender doctrine over- 
thrown, and the greenback finally banished 
from the monetary system of the country the 
result will be owing to the idiotic alliance of 
the Greenbackers with the party that is abso- 
lutely controlled by Wall street. The West- 
ern Greenbackers who helped the New York 
Democracy into the saddle ought to be the 
last to complain when gold monometallism is 
fastened on the country. 

Among the other things which Mr. Cleve- 
land is expected to do is to effect a re- 
form” of the Supreme Court by stocking it 
with Democratic Judges imbued with 
Wall street doctrines. A Republican Su- 
preme Court has sustained the original doc- 
trine of the Greenback party as to the func- 
tion of legal-tender paper money and the 
power of Congress to issue it in time of 
peace as well asin war. The Democratic 
member of the court dissented, and it now 
needs only a sufficient number of Democratic 
Judges to reverse the legal-tender decision 
and establish Wall street doctrines as the law 
of the land. Is this the program which the 
Greenbackers have in view when they labor 
to continue the control of the National. Gov- 
ernment in the hands of the New York De- 
mocracy ? 

The last legal-tender decision of the Su- 
preme Court practically established the main 
doctrine of the Greenbackers as the law of 
the land. A change of the court to Demo- 
cratic control will certainly reverse the decis- 
ion and do away with every vestige of Green- 
back doctrine. The Western Greenbackers, 
who are voting to sustain the New York Ad- 
ministration in its efforts to make money 
scarce and dear and enrich the creditor 
classes of the East at the expense of their 
debtors in the West, have abandoned every ' 
pretense of principle and become the servile 
dupes of the demagogs who ruined their 
party. They are traitors to the interests of 
their own section, renegades from their own 
principles, and, in fact, allies of Wall street 
and supporters of gold monometallism, dear 
money, and high debts. The Greenbacker 
who supposes that he can retain his princi- 
ples and vote to strengthen the National 
Democratic Administration is a fool whose 
title to the dunce-cap needs no further proof. 


ANOTHER NICARAGUA CANAL RE- 
PORT. 

The Nicaragua route for an interoceanic 
canal has been resurveyed and located, and 
Engineer Menocal, who was in charge of the 
surveying expedition, has made his report as 
to the topography of the proposed work as 
well as its financial demands. The line as 
relocated extends from the Harbor of Grey- 
town on the Caribbean Sea to Brito on the 
Pacific coast, a total length of 169.8 miles, of 
which distance 56}¢ miles are lake navigation 
and 78 miles river navigation, via the San 
Juan and San Francisco, leaving only 40.3 
miles of canalization to be accomplished. 
These figures make the length of the entire 
line 11.46 miles and that of the canal proper 
21.44 miles less than the estimates fixed by 
the survey of 1872. Only seven locks are 
said to be required for the entire distance— 
650 feet between the gates and 65 feet in 
width. The depth of the canal would 
be from 28 to 30 feet, and the 
width at the bottom 80 feet. The estimates 
of total cost vary but little from former 
figures, Mr. Menocal’s idea being, as he 
says, to provide for a canal which shall 
‘permit the passage of the largest ships now 
engaged in the commerce of the world and 
a traffic of not less than 12,000,000 tons per 
year without restriction, rather than, for the 
sake of economy in first cost, to propose 
what experience in the case of Suez has 
proved to be inadequate.” He estimates 
that the work can be completed in six years 
(one year of which would be spent in getting 
ready) at a cost of $51,234,959, to which he 
adds 25 per cent for all contingencies, or 
$64,043,699. As compared with the cost of 
the Suez Canal, which is only ninety-two 
miles long, and was easy cutting, the advan- 
tage is apparently in favor of the Nicaragua 
scheme. The Suez Canal was thirteen years 
in construction and involved an outlay of 
$85,000,000. As compared with the Panama 
scheme of M. de Lesseps, it is in any event a 
very cheap work. Over $120,000,000 has 
already been sunk in the French under- 
taking, and by the company’s own state- 
ment but 9 per cent of the digging 
has been done, while Menocal estimates 
it at not more than 6 per cent. If the Pana- 
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be had, though he suggests no plan by which 
an outlet can be made in this harbor. 

These statements contain the substance of 
Mr. Menocal’s repurt as made to Secretary 
Whitney, and it is needless to say that the 
report is a very favorable one, as he is per- 
sonally in in its construction, and 
still holds the concession from the Gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua, we believe. 
It will be remembered, on the other 
hand, that the report of Maj. McFarland 
of the United States Engineers was not so 
favorable. He was dispatched to Nicaragua 
to examine the proposed route and the har- 
bor termini and to report upon the accuracy 
ot previous estimates. He came to the con- 
clusion that the canal could be built, but that 
the cost of it would reach at least $140,000,- 
000, and that this amount might be still 
further swelled by the almost insuperable 
difficulties which stand in the way of im- 
proving the Harbor of Greytown, owing to 
the constant movement of sand, which not 
oniy obstructs but has in reality closed the 
harbor up and ruined it.. It will also be re- 
membered that during the discussion which 
took place when Congress was proposing to 
purchase the Menocal concession it was dis- 
covered that the lands which Nicaragua pro- 
posed to make over to this Government after 
purchase from their holders were held by 
syndicates of speculators who were bent 
upon enriching themselves. A canal at 
Nicaragua owned and controlled by our Gov- 
ernment would be a desirable thing, and it 
would be the death-blow to the French 
scheme of getting a foothold upon the 
isthmus further down. It would be an im- 
portant commercial highway and an equally 
important medium of National defense. The 
report of Mr. Menocal will awaken renewed 
interest in the project, but there are sufficient 
arguments to be made on the other side of 
the question, and there are apparently such 
weighty obstacles standing in the way that 
Congress will do well to go slow before it 
ratifies the treaty which Nicaragua is so 
anxious to secure. The people will want 
more light as to the expense of the canal, 
and will insist upon knowing who is to dis- 
burse the money as well as what compensa- 
tion Nicaragua can offer before they will con- 
sent to the canal agreement. As it stands at 
present the proposition is a very one-sided 
affair. 


WHAT SHALL MACKIN DO FOR THE

tomary stylish coat and got into stripes and 
short hair, the next question of interest at- 
taches to his future avocation. What will 
they do with him now that he has got there ? 
Chesterfield’s business hitherto, since he quit 
oysters on a fork, has not been of a kind that 
the State can avail itself of with any degree 
of profit. As a saloonist and mixer of fancy 
drinks he is an adept, but saloons are not 
run in the penitentiary, nor is there any op- 
portunity for the display of skill in making 
pea-coffee. The great discovery of his life 
was the fried oyster on a fork, but fried oys- 
ters are not in general circulation. When he 
was first arrested he gave in his avocation as 
** real-estate dealer,” but there isn’t a shovel- 
ful of real or ideal soil in the penitentiary. 
He was also noted for his fine work,” but 
the work required in the prison is of a some- 
what coarse kind. He was an adroit manip- 
ulator of elections, but elections will come 
and go for the next four years and he will 
never see a ballot-box, a registry list, a tally- 
sheet, a patent affidavit, or a ballot. The 
Warden of the prison says: When a 
mm comes in 1 find out what he 
‘‘can do best, and if I can put him 
“at it, I do it.” The despair of 
Mackin’s case is that what he can do best— 
that is, cheat, swindle, and rape the ballot- 
box—is of no use in the penitentiary. We 
can only think of one position in which he 
might prove useful. It is well known that 
Chesterfield is a very suave and dignified 
** ward-worker,” of fine presence and agreea- 
ble manners. He is a smooth talker, and 
has considerable influence over those 
about him. He has no particular love 
for his recent associates in this 
city, many of whom have meanly desert- 
ed him since his misfortunes came upon him. 
How would it do to appoint him Professor of 
Political Philosophy to teach classes in the 
science of practical politics and to lecture 
upon its methods and the success of “ fine 
work” in elevating ungrateful rascals to of- 
fice? As most of the convicts in prison are 
Democrats of his own general free and easy 
code of morality he will not teel strange or 
lonesome in their society during his period of 
doing penante for his superserviceable Dem- 
ocratic zeal.

ANOTHER NICARAGUA CANAL RE- 
PORT. 


The Nicaragua route for an interoceanic 
canal has been resurveyed and located, and 
Engineer Menocal, who was in charge of the 
surveying expedition, has made his report as 
to the topography of the proposed work as 
well as its financial demands. The line as 
relocated extends from the Harbor of Grey- 
town on the Caribbean Sea to Brito on the 
Pacific coast, a total length of 169.8 miles, of 
which distance 56}¢ miles are lake navigation 
and 78 miles river navigation, via the San 
Juan and San Francisco, leaving only 40.3 
miles of canalization to be accomplished. 
These figures make the length of the entire 
line 11.46 miles and that of the canal proper 
21.44 miles less than the estimates fixed by 
the survey of 1872. Only seven locks are 
said to be required for the entire distance— 
650 feet between the gates and 65 feet in 
width. The depth of the canal would 
be from 28 to 30 feet, and the 
width at the bottom 80 feet. The estimates 
of total cost vary but little from former 
figures, Mr. Menocal’s idea being, as he/ 
says, to provide for a canal which shall 
permit the passage of the largest ships now 
engaged in the commerce of the world and 
a traffic of not less than 12,000,000 tons per 
year without restriction, rather than, for the 
sake of economy in first cost, to propose 
what experience in the case of Suez has 
proved to be inadequate.” He estimates 
that the work can be completed in six years 
(one year of which would be spent in getting 
ready) at a cost of $51,234,959, to which he 
adds 25 per cent for all contingencies, or 
$64,043,699. As compared with the cost of 
the Suez Canal, which is only ninety-two

BULGARIA’S TURN TO BRAG. 

An evening paper with decided leanings in 
favor of the Battenberg Prince prints the fol- 
lowing aivices from the front: 

Bulgaria is denuding the Turkish frontier of 
troops, and is sending all her available forces to 
the front to combat the Servians. Prince Alex- 

anders success before Slivnitsa has revived the 
courage of his soldiers and they undergo extreme 
bardships with remarkable fortitude. In many 
eases those going to the front are compelled to 
march long distances in bad weather and at night 
camp in open spaces where they are shelteriess, 
not heving even the ordinary tent to protect them 
from the severity of the weather. 

The following dispatch comes from Semlin, 
‘which is on the right bank of the Danube, three 
miles from Belgrade: 

Reliable reports received bere state that the Ser- 
vian loss at Slivoitza yesterday was three times 
greater than that given in the official accounts, and 
actually exceeded the previous total loss since the 
outbreak of hostilities. Prince Alexunder was in 
the thick of the battle from beginning to end. The 
Servians noticed that he first rode a white horse 
and afterwards a brown horse. It is believed the 
white horse was shot from under him. 

British Consul Lascelles, who is at Belgrade, 
and who keeps Lord Salisbury informed of 
everything that transpires in connection with 
the war, makes no mention of the reported 
capture of Widin by the Servians. It is there- 
fore believed the Bulgarians still hold Widin. 

The Independance Belge of Brussels today 
publishes a dispatch from its correspondent at 
Sophia stating that the Servians attacked the 
Third Bulgarian Regiment, escorting an ambu- 
lance train, and bayoneted the wounded sol- 
diers in the ambulances. The correspondent 
also states that Prince Alexander submits 
to the terms of the Sultan embodied in the lat- 
ter’s reply to the Prince’s appeal for help, and 
begs the Sultan to aid him at once. 

The following dispatch is clearly tainted with 
Bulgarianism, coming from Sophia, the Bul- 


garian Capital: 

The Bulgarians today repulsed the Servian at- 
tacks on Siovinyi and drove the enemy back eight 
tilometres. Subsequently the Servians opened a 
strong artillery fire from the right wing. The 


Bulgarians stoutly defended their posi- 
uon and again re puls ed the Serv- 
jans. The Servian force consisted of 


three battalions of infantry, one of artillery, and a 
squadron of cavalry, the victory finally belonging to 
the Buigarians. The latter further repuised a 
Servian attack on Glintzi, taking several prison- 
ers. The behavior of the Bulgarian troops was 
aédmirabie. Fifty Servian prisoners have arrived 
here. 


SERVIAN CLAIMS. 

A dispatch from Saribrod, coming via the 
Servian Capital, says: 

Two Bulgarian battalions were defeated today in 
an engagement with the Servians on the road be- 
tween Bresnik and Pernik. The Bolgarians lost 
200 men killed and wounded. The Servians captured 
sixty prisoners and a quantity of ammunition and 

. provisions.

A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR. 


MME. HENRI DURAND, THE FRENCH NOV- 
BLIST, NOW IN BOSTON—WHAT SHE SAYS 
ABOUT HERSELF. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 10.—J Special. J— Mme. 
Henri Durand, the distmgulsbed French novel- 
ist, is in Boston, where she expects to remain 
a month. M. Durand, her husband, has come 
to this country to make for the French Gov- 
ernment & catalog of the French pictures that 
are here, so that it may be known in France 
where their large pictures are and in what con- 
dition. Mme. Durand will deliver ber first 
lecture here in French, as she confesses to 
being afraid to address a new people at 
first in English. She has produced sonie 
small dramatic works in addition to her novels, 
and expects next year to have a great drama 
from “Savelli’s Expiation.” Speaking of her 
arrival in New York and ber impression of the 
city, she sad: I found New York was very 
like Amsterdam; that is, it struck me first like 
Antwerp, but after a while I found that it was 
not so lixe Antwerp; it is larger, more beauti- 
ful, and finely built, butit gave me the im- 
pression of what itis, agreat Northern city, 
and it pleased me exceedingly. One thing 
struck me, and that was the silence of 
the people in the streets. They are very busy, 
but make no noise, and that I liked very much. 
That is very unlike Amsterdam, which is the 
most noisy city I ever knew in my life.“ 

Speaking of her literary career Mme. Durand 
said: “I was with my busband in Russia when 
T began to write, and he encouraged me. The 
director of a very large and important news- 
paper in St. Petersburg was very kind 
to me. He was a friend of my hus- 
band, who wrote in bis newspaper 
critiques of art. When I bad written some 
thing my husband gave it to him ana asked if 
he found it worth publishing, and he said yes, 
Then wecame to Paris, ana during the time 
they were publishing the novels in St. Peters- 
burg nobody in Paris wanted to read them. 
After that it came al! very suddenly with a 
burst.“ 

Lou are a friend of Alphonse Daudet?” 

“A great friend of his wife. She is charm- 
ing, and she isa literary woman on ber own 
account. She does not make large books; she 
writes very delicate little things. Sbe is re- 
markabie as the wife of a prominent man. She 
does not write with bim. His stories are very 
popular. He is a young man of about my age, 
and for a man that is young, but for a woman 
itis not. He is very clever, but his health is 
somewhat fa'ling.”’ 

Of her literary methods she said: 1 never 
write a line of a novel as long as I have not the 
novel quite complete in my head; the charac 
ters and plot and the end. It is the case with 
the books I am writing now. I have bad them 
in my head for perhaps ten years, and I never 
write a novel until itis ripe. Of course I can- 
not say that I think of them all the time. I 
have a dozen in my head. They donot ‘sour’; 
they are the better for seeping, like wine. I 
do not think much about them, feel 
them. They are my friends, and they 
are often with me for years. When I have 
ended my book I am sad for leaying them. It 
is as H I had parted with an old and intimate 
friend. I feel as if I bad left my children or- 
phans and had sent them over the water with- 
out me. In France it is just the contrary to 
‘what it is over here. Here you help people to 
go further and higher, but there we have a 
kiniof routine, and if a man or woman is 
clever in one branch of something—of art or 
literature—they think be cannot be something 
good in another one. They are in the habit of 
confining you in a corner, and you do not get 
out of it.“ 

“The changes that come over our style and 
treatment or character I have noted, and then 
you speak of getting into the still waters of 
repose, and the riper works, if the imagina- 
tion holds firmly, are the best works. With 
George Eliot it was not so. George Sand was 
the same. She bas begun a novel and never 
knew how it might ena, but with me I might 
almost say itis the ond which inspires the 
whole story. For instance, a fact strikes me. 
The fact may grow into a novel, but the mere 
fact, which 1 may have read in a newspaper, is 
not literary. It is the simple, raw fact. 
When I find the cause I have to find the char- 
acters which brought about this event. And 
when I have found that itis logical then my 
plot is made, but it is not ripe, and I must 
— long in my head before giving it to the 
public.“ 

The distinguished novelist is a lady of me- 
dium hight, inclined to stoutness, bas a pres- 
ence in which dignity and vivacity are con- 
stantly contending for the mastery, and would 
impress any one as awoman who is not only 
able to command berself but to rule others, 
Her black eyes and thoughtful face give one 
the impression of great force of character and 
of a will that can surmount all obstacles.

GERMANY. 

OPENING OF THE REICHSTAG—AN IMPERIAL 
MESSAGE FULL OF PEACE AND GOOD-WILL 
TO ALL MANKIND. 

Lonpow, Nov. 19.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. — The pacific speech of 
Emperor William at the opening of the Reichs- 
tag today has made an excellent impression 
in London. His references to the settiement 
of the Carolines dispute with Spain are consid- 
ered aimirable. What he said regarding the 
Balkan troubles is not so warmly praised, and 
it is thought that, unless be knows of some new 
complication which has not yet been reveaied 
te the world, his tone might have been more 
optimustic. 

The Standard referring to Emperor Wiliiam’s 
message to the Reichstag, says it distrusts bis 
hopes of peace, and urges him to speak regard- 
ing the intentions of Austria and Russia. 

BRALIx. Nov. 19.—The Reichstag, the mem- 
bers of which, 397 in number, are elected by 
universal suffrage and ballot for the term of 
three years, was opened today in regular an- 
nual session with the usual formalities. The 
imperial speech, in substance, was as follows: 


The Pope’s mediation is expected to settie the 
Carolines question in a manner corresponding to 
the friendly relations existing between Spain and 
Germany. The foreign relations of Germany are 
peaceful and friendly with all nations. It is con- 
fidently hoped that the Balkan conflict will not dis- 
turb the peace of Europe, and that the signers of 
the Berlin treaty will succeed in securing respect 
for the treaty by the people rendered independ- 
ent by them. The Emperor said that be was ani- 
mated by confidence that God's blessing in the 
future. as in the past, will be granted to Germany’s 
efforts to maintain peace. 

The speech also points out the necessity of in- 
creasing the grants of the army and navy, and an- 
nounces that billie will be presented dealing with 
the taxation of sugar and brandy, the extension of 
the Accident-Insurance law, the formation of a canal 
connecting the Baltic Sea with the River Elbe and 
the North Sea, and the administration of justice in 
German colonies. It adds that negotiations are 
proceeding with England, Spain, France, Portugal. 
and Zanzibar regarding the extent to which Ger- 
man transoceanic establishments and acquisitions 
will henceforth be placed under the immediate 
protection or supervision of the German Empire. 


The passages of the speech referring to the 
Carolmes and Balkan troubles were loudly ap- 
plauded. . 

THE WORK OF THE SESSION. 

It is quite likely a large part of the session 
will be devoted to the consideration of the Gov- 
ernment’s bill to extend the benefits of the Ac- 
cident-Insurance law to laborers in field and 
forest. As the burden of this tax-bill falls 
chiefly upon small landowners they are likely 
to offer stubborn resistance to its imposition. 

THE PRUSSIAN ELECTIONS. 

An accurate analysis of the recent Prussian 
elections shows the following standing of the 
parties in the new House of Deputies:

Thus the German Liberals have lost thirteen 
seats, and the Clerical Centre two.

An ab- 
solute majority in the Chamber being 217, and 
the combined Conservatives mustering 201, 
they will want only sixteen votes, which on 
most Government questions they will gener- 
ally command from the ranks of the Nationa) 
Liberals.

The assets include ashare in a claim 
of £125,000 against the British Government for 
the destruction of a yacht and other property 
in Samoa in 1876, also claims against the Sa- 
moan Government for dipiomatic services, and 
claims now pending in the American courts for 
£35,000 for breach of contract in the purchase 
of a mine in Colorado. 

(Frank Platt is the ex-banker who failed in New 
York in 1869 and afterwara was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer of the Island of Samoa, with 
Heinberger as Premier. His claims men- 
tioned above as against the British Govern- 
ment were for capturing and destroying his prop- 
erty in Samoa. It was lately stated that Piatt had 
been living on borrowed money at the rate of $10,- 
000 to $15,000 a year. He has an action pending in 
the New York courts claiming $275,000 for a breach 
of contract in the purchase of Colorado mineral 
lands. }

PREDICTION OF THE CAMDEN TORNADO. 

New York, Nov. 17.—|Editor of The Trib- 
une,}——-The attention of the press is called to 
the fact that a remarkably efficient predicnon 
was made regarding the Camden, N. J., tor 
nado of Aug. 3, 1885. It occurred at 3:20 p. 
m., and was predicted by Lieut. John P. Finley 
of the signal service, United States army, on 
the basis of the conditions of the 7a. m. 
weather map, seventy-fifth meridian time. 
Tornado signals ought to have been hoisted at 
all telegraphic stations along the Delaware 
River in Southwestern New Jersey, Eastern 
Pennsylvania, and the Northern part of Mary- 
land. This was not done because Congress has 
not yet seen the great importance of making a 
suitable appropriation which would have ena- 
bled the signal service to give warning in the 
instance at Camden as early as 9:00 a.m. This 
would bave been about six hours in advance of 
the occurrance of the tornado. 

It is intended that each State be divided into 
sections representing regions where tornadoes 
are of greatest frequency. It may be that the 
broad valleys of great rivers running in a gen- 
eral direction from Southwest to Northeast 
offer a free movement to the wind currents. 
This question and others of equal and greater 
importance remain to be established scientif- 
ically by a better system of reports.

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Roads Forming a New Pool at 
Boston. 


The indications are that there will be another 
serious conflict between the Chicago Board of 
Trade and the various roads running east 
from this city. The latter received a com- 
munication yesterday from Secretary Stone of 
the Board of Trade informing them that the 
form of the ocean bill of ladmg which is in use 
by the New York Produce Exchange bas been 
adopted by the board and must be put in force 
by all lines represented in the exchange on and 

Tuesday, Nov. 24. This bill of lading, 
Mr. adds, must be applied to all fast 
freight lines within the jurisdiction of the Chi- 
cago Committee of East-Bound Freight Trafic. 

The Eastern railroads are terribly put out on 
account of the peremptory manner in which 
the order to substitute the bill of lading in use 
by the New York Produce Exchange is given 
by the Chicago Board of Trade. The railroad 
officials say that there ought to have been at 
Jeast a copy of the bill of lading demanded by 
the Board of Trade inclosed in the notice to 
them, so that they could compare it with the 
bill of lading now in use, as they do not even 
know what kind of bill of lading the Board of 
. demands. Even if they were inclined, 
they say, to adopt the new bill ot ladmg by 
next Tuesday they could not do it, as under 
their rules the phraseology of a bill of lading 
has to be submitted to and approved by the 
General Solicitor so as to avoid serious com- 
plications in cases lawsuits should arise 
from alleged failure to carry out the 
terme of the contract with shippers. That 
such ution is necessary, they say, is 
shown dy the lawsuit against the Peunsyl- 
vania by Hately Brothers a year or 60 ago, 
which at the time caused serious trouble be- 
tween the Eastern railroads and the Board of 
Trade. Even if the proposed bil) of lading 
should be satisfactory and be approved by the 
General Solicitors the Eastern roads claim that 
it would take some days before it could be put 
in effect, as it would have to be ratified by all 
the lines in the export traffic. 
meeting of the General Freight Agents of the 
various roads running east from this city will 
be held at the office of Joint-Agent T. C. Moore 
this morning to consider the notice from the 
Board of Trade. Owmg to the circumstances 
set forth above, there is no prospect that an 
agreement will be made to comply with the 
order of the Board of Trade, andif the latter 
should refuse to extend the time for the new 
bill of lading to go into effect it is almost cer- 
tain that the railroads will withdraw their 
representatives from the exchange by next 
Tuesday. 


STOPPING THE DEMORALIZATION IN EAST- 
BOUND PASSENGER RATES. 

The Chicago East-Bound Passenger Commit- 
tee held a meeting yesterday for the purpose 
of effecting arrangements by which the cutting 
of east-bound passenger rates from this city 
by scalpers and others who use tickets issued 
by Western connecting lines can be stopped. 
All tne General Passenger Agents of the va- 
rious roads running east from this city were 
present except Mr. E. A. Ford of the Pennsy!- 
vania, but his company was represented by 
Assistant General Passenger Agents Scull and 
Adams. After a long discussion as to the best 
means for preventing tickets of Western issue 
from being brought to this market for the pur 
pose of cutting the rates, the contiusion was 
reached that the permission given to Western 
roads to base their rates on the $17-rate from

Boston, Mass, Nov. 19.—({Special.]/—A 
meeting of the Genern] Passenger Agents of 
roads interested in the proposed pool bas 
been in session here for two days, with S. F. 
Pierson, Assistant Commissioner, as Chairman. 
The roads represented included the New York 
Central, Grand Trunk, Boston & Albany, 
Fitchburg, Lowell, and Central Vermont. The 
emigrant contract, which is not to be included 
in the Boston pool, was agreed to by all lines 
represented, as was also the divisions of the 
business from the Western lines. The ques- 
uon of pooling first and second class 
traffic from Boston was taken up, 
but no agreement reached, owmg to 
the refusal of the Boston & Albany to become 
a member of the pool unless the Lowell would 
also become a member. An agreement was 
made to advance Western rates to full tariff 
rates at the same time they are restored to 
New York, about Dec. 1. It was agreed that 
tickets purchased after the restoration of 
rates at less than tariff rates are to be re- 
deemed at full rates through the Assistant 
Commissioner in New York. Owing to the 
non-agreement of the Boston tines to formu- 
late a plan of the pool it was recommended 
that the matter of issuing tickets should be re- 
ferred to the General Manager for adjustment. 

The advance in New York & New England 
this morums carried the 7s up X. to 123, and 
the 6s 1, to 113%. The award of the Governor 
and Council upon the bids for the Common- 
wealth's bonds is awaited with interest. It ap- 
pears that, presuming upon the kind feelings 
of the State authorities for the future of the 
railroad, insiders in the company have made 
low bids for them, while outsiders have made 
a larger bid.

PRESIDENT GARRETT AND THE PENNSYL-

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 19.—Robert Garrett’s 
attention was called tonight to the statements 
made regarding his visit to Philadelphia, which 
were in effect that no conclusion was reached, 
and that his proposition to President Roberts 
was indefinit. He said in response that his 
proposition was definit and distinct, it being 
that the Penusylvania Road sbould restore the 
through train and car service of the Baltimore 
& Ohio to substantially the basis of 1884. It 
was not agreed to by the Pennsylvania ofiicial. 
Mr. Garrett further said that he bad deferred 
his signatare to the proposed Presidents’ agree- 
ment solely for the purpose of avoiding, if pos- 
sible, by previous arrangements with the 
Pennsylvania roads, a conditional signa- 
ture. His company had asked nothing but 
the just and reasonable provision that it should 
be placed in the new pool where it was in the 
old as regards facilities for the transaction of 
New York and Philadelphia business. In the 
absence of such facilities his company could 
not in justice to its own interests or the inter- 
ests of the public be a party to the proposed 
trunk-line passenger pool, and Commissioner 
Fink has been so advised. If the pool fails by 
reason of this the Baltimore & Ohio will not be 
responsible, but the onus will rest upon the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company for denying 
those facilities which have been an essential 
condition of all previous agreements between 
the trunk lines, and of which the Baltimore & 
Ohio has been deprived by the arbitrary action 
of the Pennsylvania Company looking to its 
punishment for building competing lines which 
cannot but result in great advantage to the 
public. 


MINNESOTA PASSENGER RATES. 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—An 
official of the Minnesota & Northwestern Road 
said today referring to the proposed passenger 
agreement between lines running from here to 
Chicago, that something of the kind must be 
done within a week or they would make a 50 
cent rate between the two cities. The Milwau- 
kee people say that if sucha thing should 
come as a run as lowas50 cents to Chicago, 
they would bankrupt the other roads because 
they have such a network of lines that it would 
be an impossibility to buck against them.

WORKING A RAILROAD FOR ALL IT WAS

companies building railways in new countries, 
help in its behalf was asked from the com- 
munities to be benefited, and bonds amounting 
to nearly $500,000 were given to it by counties, 
cities, etc. Under a statute providing for aid 
to railroads when their beds could be utilized 
for levee purposes, the company got $160,000 
of State bonds. Under another statute it got as 
a loan from the State its bonds to the amount 
of $1,350,000, which were to be a first lien 
upon the property. After such abundant 
assistance it would bave seemed hardly neces- 
sary for the company to put out obligations of 
its own. However, it proceeded to issue and 
market its own bonds to the amount of $2,500,- 
000, of which $1,200,000 purported to be se- 
cured by first mortgage, which was not the 
case. In addition, a considerable amount of 
stock certificates was issued. Altogether, 
nearly $5,000,000 of paper was put out and ne- 
gotiated on the basis of forty-eight miles of 
narrow-gage road. But this proved to be in- 
sufficient. The road, tor non-payment of in- 
terest, soon passed into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, who tound it in such an unfinished 
state that, with the court’s permission, he is- 
sued a considerable amount of his own cer- 
tificates to provide for necessary repairs and 
betterments. Then the road—the product of 
so much outlay—was sold at public auction, 
and brought the magnificent sum of $40,000, 
which was paid, not in cash, but in receiver's 
certificates that had been purchased ata large 
discount!

Several Schooners Badly Damaged 
While Trying to Make Chicago 
Harbor. 


The John Kelderhouse Jumps Over the 
Outer Breakwater Around the 
Lakes. 


The brisk northerly wind that prevailed through- 
out Wednesday developed into a furious gale dur- 
ing the night. The wind was accompanied by fre- 
quent squalis of rain, sleet, and snow, which, com- 
bined with the heavy seas that were driven up the 
lake, rendered navigation not only difficult, but 
perilous. At Chicago the life-saving crew were on 
duty throughout the night, and the patrol was 
doubled, so as to extend further along the beach 
in both directions, Twice during the night they 
were called upon to render assistance to vessels in 
distress. At an early hour in the morning 4 lum- 
her-laden vessel under short canvass was discov- 
ered making for the harbor. She was labor- 
ing heavily in the furious breakers, and 
the life-savers at once directed their attention to 
her. Owing to the heavy seas no tugs had vent- 
ured out, and an effort was made to sail the vessel 
inside the harbor, but she was driven to leeward 
and dashed against the Government pier. A mo- 
ment later a signal of distress was displayed, and 
the life-savers went to her assistance. The vessel 
proved to be the schr Peoria, The Captain re- 
quested that a tug be secured, and the life-savers 
pulled back to the station and returned with the 
tug Shields. They assisted in passing a line to the 
vessel and she was sgfely got inside. Her bul- 
warks were stove in and she had started a 
leak by pounding against the pier. There were 
only two men aboard—the Captain and, mate. 
Shortly before leaving Sturgeon Bay the crew 
struck for higher wages, and, on being refused, de- 
serted the vessel. No other men being available, 
the Captain employed the steam-barge Thomas 
Smith to tow the Peoria to Chicago. When abreast 
of Grosse Point the tow-line parted and the ves- 
sels separated. The mishap almost resulted in the 
loss of the schooner. 

About an hour after, the Peoria was gotten inside 
another schooner was discovered making for the 
harbor under double-reefed canvas. This was the 


‘John Kelderhouse. She had been engaged in the 


ore trade all summer and was coming here from St. 
Joseph without cargo to go into winter quar- 
ters. As she rounded tne crib and squared away 
for the piers Capt. Comstock found there was no 
tug to lend assistance, and determined to sai) bis 
vessel under the lee of the breakwater rather than 
beat about outside until daylight. He saw a bright 
light on the starboard bow, and, supposing it to be 
the signal-light on the east end of the new break- 
water, threw the wheel over a point and headed 
for the opening. Then the seas lifted the vessel 
up, and she came down on something hard and solid. 


The shock was followed by a second one, and Capt. 
Comstock discovered that his vessel had run 
on the submerged cribs at the east end of 
the breakwater. Four distinct shocks were felt as 
the big ship rose and fell with the seas, and then 
afriendly breaker rolied in from the lake, lifted 
her stern high in the air. and boosted her over the 
artificial reef into deep water. The anchors were 
then let go, but soon after the burge City of Grand 
Rapids and schr & Anderson attempted to sail in- 
side and as the Anderson luffed up to clear the 
barge she sagged over toward the Kelderhouse. 
Her Captain ordered the anchors let go ard tha 
small anchor dropped tothe bottom, but the big 
anchor got afoul of the rail, and before it could 
be cleared away her fore-rigging had fouled with 
the Kelderhouse’s jibboom. There was a crash, and 
when the two vessels separated the Anderson’s 
jibboom, bowsprit, and headgear were hanging over 
her bows. The Kelderhouse had her fiying-jib and 
fore-topmast stay carried away by the collision. 
The Kelderhouse was also leaking badly, and an 
hour and a half after she had performed the acro- 
batic feat of leaping the breakwater the crew re- 
ported four feet of water in her hold. The tug 
Morford then came to her assistance and she was 
towed inside after slipping her anchors. Last 
evening she was voiaced in dry-dock, where 
asurvey will be held today. The full extent of 
her damage is not known, but a casual examination 
showed that her centre-board was broken, the 
centre- box sprung, and her bows stove in from the 
unmercifal pounding she got on the cribs. In 
explanation of the accident Capt, Comstock says 
it would not dave occurred had the light on the 
east end of the breakwater been lit. He is posi- 
tive there was no light there at the time of the 
accident. On the other hand, the employés of the 
Government engineer’s department say the lights 
were properly attended to Wednesday afternoon, 
and when taken in yesterday morning the 
lanterns on the west end and middle of 
the structure were still lit. They claim that the 
light on the east end was in working order when 
the vessel struck the breakwater, and that it was 
carried away by the vessel’s jibboom. The life- 
saving crew say that all three of the lights were 
burning up to midnight, but that the one on the 
east end went out nearly two hours before the 
Kelderhouse hove in sight. Several vessel Cap- 
tains claim they could see no lights whatever on 
the structure.

The charters comprised 
stmrs Gordon Campbell and consort Schuylkill and 
schr Maria Martin, for Milwaukee, at $1; stmr F. 8. 
Christie and consort B. W. Jenness, for Toledo, at 
50 cents; barge Sunshine, for Saginaw, at 50 cents. 
The stmr Hiawatha, light, arrived from Cleveland 
to load for Duluth on contract. 

Canal freights were very quiet. Though no date 
has yet been fixed for the closing of the canal, 
shipments for this year are nearly completed. A 
few loads of wheat and flaxseed were taken at 4 
cents.

Charles E. Holland will be its candidate. Mr. 
Holland bas been a State Senator anda Repre- 
sentative, has been a strong political worker 
for twenty years, is backed by an undivided 
constituency, and has the personal support of 
Jay Hubbell and all the otherostrong Republic- 
an leaders of that section. James McMillan, 
the millionaire of this city, is a candidate, but 
will meet with great opposition in the State, 
which looks upon its metropolis as something 
of a political hog, having gobbled all the 
fat State and United States offices for some 
time past. Farmer Luce says he is nota 
candidate, but bis friends know better, and if 
Holland doesn’t get there, the Upper Peninsula 
will probably support Luce. Other probable 
candijates are Gen. Stockbridge of Kalamazoo, 
Col. Lacey of Charlotte, Newcomb Clarx of 
West Bay City, and Col. Long of Flint.

STRIKE OF BRAKEMEN ON THE MICHIGAN 
CENTRAL—MONONGAHELA TROUBLES END- 


ED— ASSIGNMENTS. 

Hammonn, Ind., Nov. 19.—There was a strike 
on the Michigan Central Railroad yesterday 
afternoon.. Conductor Brinkman, running a 
stock-train from Chicago to Hammond, was 
ordered to do switching in the Hammond 
yard. The crew refused on account of not 
getting switchmen’s pay. This issaid to be a 
feeler for a strike on a large scale. If the 
regular crews have to do switchmen’s work at 
brakemen’s pay they will run the train back to 
the city. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 19.—The long strike of 
over 5,000 coalkminers in the Monongahela 
Valley for three cents per bushel was virtually 
settled today at a conference between repre- 
sentatives of both sides. A resolution was 
passed that two and one-half cents should be 
the rate in the first, second, and third poo 
and two cents in the fourth. 

AvRorRA, III., Nov. 19.—The committee ap- 
pointed by the striking watcb-factory employés 
to wait upon the directors and ascertain their 
views in regard to the strike were notitied this 
morning by the directors and management 
that they could not accede to the wishes of the 
strikers, and that their services were no longer 
needed. This ends the strike, and the com- 
pany will enlist a new lot of operatives. 

Detroit, Nov. 19.—Anthony Seiffert, tobac- 
co-dealer, failed today. Liabilities, $20,000. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 19.—Frank H. Alden, 
deaier in hats, caps, and furs, assigned today 
to John Sidwell. His liabilities are estimated 
at $25,000; assets, $15,000. Before assign- 
ment he gave mortgages to T. Buhl & Co. of 
Detroit for nearly $6,000 and to Essie [Alden 
for $3,500. 

CoLumsus, Ga., Nov. 19.—Kennon & Hill, 
grocers of this city and Salem, Ala., made an 
assignment today. Assets, $80,000; liabilities, 
$67,000. There are preferred creditors to the 
amount of $55,000. 

CoLumBous, O., Nov. 19.—[{Special.|—The at- 
tempt of the miners to hold a mass-meeting at 
Buchtel today to take action on the strike was 
a failure. W. P. Rend & Co. of Chicago tele- 
graphed tonight giving as their reason for 
allowmg the advance that it was just and that 
they were able to do it. They advise otner 
mines to do the same and request the miners 
to make no further demand during the winter. 

A meeting will be held at Nelsonvilie tomor- 
row, when the 20,000 Shawnee miners will 
come out of the mines. 


INTERESTING TO ARCHITECTS. 


WHAT WAS DISCUSSED BY THEIR ASSOCIA- 
TION IN Sr. LOUIS YESTERDAY. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., Nov. 19.—(Special.|—The 
second day’s session of the Western Associa- 
tion of Architects was begun this morning. A 
committee was appointed to attend to the or- 
ganizauon of State conventions. C. H. Lee 
moved that the report of the committee on the 
competition for prizes offered for the best 
wood and brick materials be read. This 
brougbt half a dozen delegates to their feet. 
Mr. Sullivan said he thought it was beneath 
the dignity of the association to advertise any 
particular make of bricks, and asked the mem- 
bers to vote against the motion. Mr. Lee 
said that these plans were prepared by 
draughtsmen employed by the various archi- 
tects, and that the question of dignity did not 
enter into the discussion. It was rather a 
question whether draughtsmen should be rec- 
ognized. Mr. Root said he was a member of 
the committee, and he wanted to state very 
plainly that the committee had been appoint- 
ed by several delegates outside the meeting.

PROF. ADAMS’ ADDRESS. 

“The Development of Higher Education 
was the subject of President Adams’ inaugural 
address. What had it been in America, what 
jesson had Cornell to learn therefrom, and 
what had the university to learn from its fun- 
damental law and its charter were the ques- 
tions of the hour. It was a bold commonplace 

to say we were in a period of educational 
transition. One ot the first interests of the 
people of the country in the earliest times was 
the care of all grades of education. The true 
logical order of development was adopted and 
preserved. The people set up a ladder along 
which the poorest boy in the community might 
climb into the hichest institution ot learning. 

In all parts of the country downto the 
Civil War the proportion of boys going to the 
colieges and the universities was constantly 
growing less and less. Stat stics carefully pre- 
pared in 1870 showed that the proportion was 
s¢tarcely more than one-balf what it had been 
in the days of the Revolution and the colonial 
period. Another consequence of the course 
affairs had taken was seen in the discontent 
that came to be expressed with the old require- 
ments ana methods of education. The schools 
had remained largely ecclesiastical—at least 
the education afforded had been confined to the 
more special interests involved in the educa- 
tion of the clergy. But now the advances of 
science and the greater prevalence of free 
thought in every direction began to question 
as never before whether the old forms and the 
old methods were the ones best adapted to the 
new requirements. 

Among the first to see that the cramped and 
rigid methods of the old curriculum were not 
adapted to the present day were Dr. Wayland 
of Brown and Prof. Tappan of the University 
_ of Michigan; to whom and their work Pres 
dent Adams paid an appreciative tribute. The

When we 
think how much of our legislation, for good or for 
bad, how much of the administration of our law, 
how much of the government of our cities, how 
much even of the defense of our lives and prop- 
erty is dependent upon this profession, we cannot 
fail to admit that the better education of lawyers is 
one of the needs of the day. 

But a great law schoo! oll its peculiar necessi- 
ties. It must be situated in connection with a 
great library, must have intimate relations with 
other branches of learning—in short, must have 
its abode in a great university. 
have opportunities for the study of history and 
such other branches as are of allied significance. 
it is not enough simply that a few lecturers should 
group themselves together and teach certain tech- 
nical detalis of the profession; it is needful, rath- 
er, that if the men of our coming generations are 
to grapple with the great legal questions of the 
day they have their intelligence broadened, their 
judgment developed, and their knowledge ampli- 
fied. Nothing short of this will answer the de- 
mand of the times, and these advantages cannot 
well be furnished except at the universities. 

For such facilities Cornell offered peculiar 
advantages. While no institution of bigher 
learning was complete without a school of mea- 
icine, the university was not now able to under- 
take one. 

IN CONCLUSION, 
President Adams expressed the sense of solici- 
tude with which he assumed the duties ot bis 
office, and conciuded as follows: 

But the cspirit which I have everywhere met 
would seem to be enough to inspire the faintest 
heart with some feeling of hope, if not almost of 
confidence and cheer I reverently pray to God that 
all fruits of wisdom and benevolence may be vouch- 
safed to the people of this State and that all our 
efforta may be sanctified to the building up of noble 
men and women and the universal furtherance of 
all good learning and of every form of Christian 
civilisation.;¢ 

In the evening the President gave a large 
reception in the armory to the members of 
the university and a number of invited 
guests. 

The regular meeting of the Board of Trustees 
takes place tomorrow and interesting develop- 
ments are anticipated. 


DR. NICHOLSON ELECTED PRESIDENT OF 
THE NASHOTAH SEMINARY. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 19.-—|Special.)— 
Bishops McLaren of " Lilinois, Brown of Fond 
du Lac, and Welles of Milwaukee; the Rev. 
W. M. Dafter of Marinette, the Rev. R. M. 
Sweet of Rock Island, the Rev. Dr. Adams of 
Nasbotah, J. B. Coe of Janesville, and Mr. J, 
B. Perry, trustees of the Nasbotah Theologica! 
Seminary. held a meeting of All Saints Church 
this afternoon and elected the Rev. Dr. Nichol- 
son of St. Mark’s, Philadelphia, as successer to 
the late President Cole. There were an un ex- 
pectedly large number of candidates. The posi- 
tion is more desirable from an honorary rather 
than from a pecuniary standpoint, the salary 
being but $1,200 per year. Much interest has 
been manifested in Episcopalian church circies 
regarding the choice of a successor to Dr. 
Cole. and in the person of Dr. Nicholson it is 
believed that general satisfaction will be given. 
He was inforn.ed by telegraph of his election 
this evening. 

[He is about 45 years of age and a native of 
Maryland, where he had charge of a parish for a 


number of years. In 1878 he was appointed to 8. ! 


Mark's, one of the largest and most important 
churches in Philadelphia, having several thousand 
communicants. In 1883 he was chosen Bishop of 
Indiana, but refused to accept. } 

Aside from the election of a President of the 
seminary the only business of importance to 
demand the trustees’ attention was the exam- 
ination of reports showing the financial condi- 
tion of the institution. The total cash receipts 
of the year ending June 30 were $19,471; ex- 
penditures, $19,439. Treasurer Ferguson re- 
ported the following securities in his posses- 
sion, credited to the Nashotan Houre fund;

MAJ. JOHN ANDRE, 


A LETTER IN WHICH THE YOUNG ENGLISH 


OFFICER ANNOUNCES HIS APPOINTMENT’ 


AS AIDE-DE-CAMP. 

The recent blowing up of Cyrus Field's 
monument to Maj. André, the English spy 
who was hanged by Gen. Washington's order, 
has called attention to this officer again, and 
anything pertaining to him is read with in- 
terest. One of André’s letters is in the pos- 
session of Mr. Charles Gunther of Chicago, It 


was written to Maj. Preston, Valleyfleld, near 
Dumferline, Edinburgh. The reference in it 
to the writer’s good fortune in being ap- 
pointed aide-de-camp to Maj.-Gen. Grey will be 

read with especiai interest. It was this ap- 
pointment that led to his selection for the er- 
rand to Arnold, which resulted in his capture 
and death. The letter reads: 

New YORK, July 16, 1777.—-Sir: I suspect from 
our uncertain situations since you left us that you 
have not had many accounts from the regiment. 
Il am determined to cali myself back to your mem- 
ory before we start for regions unknown, which we 
expect to do every day. 

A small sketch of our adventures since last Jan- 
wary will perhaps not be indifferent to you. 

The regiment remained in Cantoonments on 
Staten Island until the beginning of June, when 
they took the field and marched with the rest of 
the army into the Jerseys. During this time wo 
exchanged Capt, Livingston and Delaplace for 
Capt. Myers of the Thirty-eighth Regiment and 
Duffe of the Fusiliers, both acqusitions to the Reg- 
iment. Our progress in the Jerseys was from Am- 
boy to Brunswick, and thence to Hillsboro on the 
Millstone Creek. Here we remained a few days 
viewing Mr. Wasbington’s advanced posts on the 
top of the Blue Mountains, but, as he did not 
choose to appear in the plain, and possibly as 
it was thought not practicable to come 
at him in his fastnesses, the army 
marched pack to Brunswick and thence 
to Amboy, where preparations were making for 
conveying the troops and baggage across to Staten 
Island. We heard here that a body of men under 
Lord Sterling was drawing near the town watching 
our motions in order to infest our rear on the em- 
barcation. Washington, with the rest of the army, 
bad come down from the mountains to second this 
body upon their attacking the British Troops. An 
attempt was made on our side by a forced march 
to cutof Mr. Washington mom his favorite mills, 
but, the van of the army having falien in with Lora 
Sterling's corps, the alarm was given and the Rebel 
Army gained the mountains before we could 
come up with mem. Ihave had the good 
fortune to be appointed Aid-de-Camp to Maj.-Gen. 
Grey. to whom lam now attached in this capacity, 
I move with the army. This brigade consists of the 
Fifteenth, Seventeenth, Forty-second, and Forty- 
fourth. In the order of battie the inseparable 
Twenty-sixth and Fusiliers were in the reserve. 

We have had very strong reports that Ticondero- 
ga is taken, and certain intelligence u arrived of 
its being invested, so that we scarcely doubt. its 
being in Gen. Burgoyne’s bands. A magazine of 
theirs at Fort Anne on the Otter Creek is said to 
be taken by a part of Burgoyne’s army with some 
prisoners. This, however, is only from report in 
the country. 

1 hope you will do me the favor in an hour of 
leisure to jet me hear from you in the persuasion 
that all that concerns you must be very interesting 
to your most obedient and obliged servant,

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RECEIVING BLUE ENVELOPES. 
RAPID DISMISSALS OF CONDUCTORS ON THE 
NEW YORK CENTRAL ROAD. 

Povauxsrpsis, N. T., Nov. 19.—The rapid 
dismissals of conductors on the New York Cen- 
tral & Hudson River Railroad are attracting 
general attention. Said an officer of the road, 
who is high in the confidence of the managers; 
“The thing has become widespread, reaching 
all over the line and its branches, and some of 
the cases are serious.“ When asked what he 
meant by serious he declined to talk any fur- 
ther upon the subject. 

There are all sorts of rumors and reports as 
to the cause of the removals. One is that for 
a long time the railroad authorities have been 
dissatisfied with the workings of the duplex 
system and bave complained to the originators 
of it, who, in turn, met the particular com- 
plaints and took charge of the workings of the 
duplex themselves, putting Pinkerton’s de- 
tectives on the trains to watch if conductors 
when they punched the duplex gave each pas- 
senger a duplicate. It is said that in several 
instances passengers were not given duplicates. 

Another rumor is that daily reports bave 
been made for a year to the railroad authori- 
ties by persons specially appointed to get the 
information as to the business of each train 
when run by different conductors, and ‘that in 
several instances these reports bave been very 
unsatisfactory in more ways than one. These 


are only rumors. The dismissed men say that 
all they know is what came in their envelopes— 
to wit: Four services are no longer required.“ 
Many of those who have been dismissed have 
been regarded as experienced, painstaking 
men, and their discharge bas been a complete 
surprise to their friends. It is believed that 
more “blue envelopes” will be sent out from 
time to time in the near future, as between 
New York and Buffalo new men have been put 
on and the conductors of passenger trains have 
been instructed to teach them the business.

LA SALLE, II., Nov. 18.—The official census 
of La Salle and Peru is just given, as follows:

With this large population the spirit of seces- 
sion from the old county and the agitation of a 
new one are very strong bere. Running a 
straight line north and south with the Lilinois 
Central Railroad, and taking off the six wester- 
ly tier of townships, thro which the road runs 
from Mendota south of La Salle County, and 
taking in the littie County of Putnam, part of 
Bufeau, and a slice of Woodford, with this city 
as the county seat, a very snug new county 
could be molded.

THE IRISH CONVENTION. 
DETAILS OF THE PARNELL GATHERING IN 
CHICAGO NEXT JANUARY. 

This week's Citizen will publish the following 
concerning the local arrangements for the Irish 
National League Convenuon: 

The following telegram was received yester- 
day by the Secretary of the Irish National 
League of America: 

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 18.—To Roger Walsh, Secre- 
tary of the Irish National League, Chicago, IM.: Please 
invite Mr. Alexander Sullivan, ex- President of the 
league, the State Executive of the league for IIll- 
nois, and the President of the Municipal Council 
of the League of Chicago to act with you as the 
league’s committee of arrangements for the com- 
ing convention. I respectfully suggest that you 
also arrange for a grand mass-meeting to be ad- 
dressed by Mr. Parnelland his colleagues, so that 
our triends in Chicago who cannot have the pleas- 
ure of seeing our honored guests during the con- 
vention, on account of the hall's limited capacity, 
will be afforded a chance to see them and give to 
the world another evidence, of the loyalty of the pa- 
triotic Irish- Americans of Chicago. 

PATRICK BGAN. 

A representative of the Citizen saw Mr. Alex- 
ander Sullivan and asked him what he knew 
about the arrangements for the convention 
and what steps would probably be taken in 
reply to Mr. Egan's suggestions. Mr. Sullivan 
said that thus far about ali that had been done 
was to secure the hall, which action had been 
taken by himself and the Hon. Jonn F. Finerty, 
editor of the Citizen. When Mr. Egan tele- 
graphed that Mr. Parnell had fixed on the 20th 
of January as the time when he could be here, 
Mr. Finerty and himself, after looking over the 
ground, concluded that Central Music-Hall was 
the best place in which to hold a convention. 

In response to the inquiry of the representa- 
tive of the Citizen as to the admission of the 
public to the hall during the convention, Mr. 
Sullivan said he, of course, could decide noth- 
ing in the matter until the committee appointed 
by Mr. Egan met. His associates were Mr. 
Roger Walsh, Secretary of the league, Mr. Daniel 
Corkery, State Executive for Uhnois, and Mr. 
David Sullivan. But his own judgment was 
that the delegates to the convention would 
bave ample room on the main floor of the hall, 
and tickets should be issued for the admission 

spectators to the two galleries. These tick- 
ets should be distributed pro rata to the va- 
rious State delegations upon their arrival. 

As to the public meeting suggested by Mr. 
he thought there was no question of 
doubt that a great and most successful one 
could and would be held during the visit of 
Mr. Parnell and his colleagues. He thought, 
however, that the committee selected by Mr. 
Egan ought to add to their number the officers 
of the Irisn military organizations of the city, 
whose presence always contributes so much 
to the success of public meetings, and the offi- 
cers of other Irish societies which would 
doubtless be represented in the league’s con- 
vention, so that the committee would be 80 
general and thoroughly representative as to 
insure success for thé meeting. It is under- 
stood the committee appointed by Mr. Egan 
will meet not later than Sunday. 


LAKE SHORE SAND. 
ITS DREDGING HAS PROVED HARMFUL TO 
LINCOLN PARK. 

Mr. Taylor, the Secretary of the Lincoln Park 
Board, said yesterday that the evils arising from 
dredging sand from the iake near the shore 
were somewhat expensively illustrated in the 
condition of the south end of Lincoln Park, 
beginning on the Lake-Shore drive, half a 
block north of North avenue, where the ground 
fora space of ten or eleven acres has been 
washed into the lake. Mr. Taylor said: The 
Park Commissioners have been fighting the 
d companies for more than a year past 
to stop them from dredging sand near the 
shore along the water limits of the park, but 
until recently without success, and the conse- 
quence is that the great holes or pits made in 
the lake bottom from where the sand has been 
taken have been filled up with the sand that 
sloped from the shore along the park, 
and within one year at least ten acres 
of the parks property have caved 
away and gone mio Lake Michigan. 
In August the Commissioners secured 
an injunction from the Cireuit Court restrain- 
ing the dredgers from taking any Wore sand 
from within distances specified by whe park 
board, and it is a noticeable fact that the bank 
along the park has ceased to cave since that 
time. 

Ten acres of a loss of land along the lake 
shore, belonging to the public, within one 
year through the action of private individuals 
is something at which resiaents along the shore 
of the lake just south of North avenue may 
well be alarmed, as the shore has begun to 
wash away gradually at a point south of the 
entrance to Lincoln Park to Indiana street, 
and if the dredging evil was to be tolerated for 
a year or so longer séveral magnificent resi- 
dences would be hustled into the lake. As it 
is the Lake-Shore drive at the entrance of the 
park has been permanently disfigured, the 
roadway and flower-studded grassy plots at 
either side of it for a distance of at least four 
blocks having been washed into the lake. 


A FLURRY IN PORE. 

“OLD HUTCH” AND OTHER “LONGS” HAVE 
FUN WITH TRADERS ON THE SHORT SIDE 
OF THE MARKET. 

There was a whirl of excitement in the pork 
market yesterday for the first time in many 
months. The pit was filled during the whole 
session, which has scarcely been the case since 
McGeoch ran his famous lard corner. The 
market started in with free buying by Hutch- 
inson, which forced others on the short side to 
cover. The result was an advance of 40 cents 
per barrel. The cause of the flurry was said 
to be that for several weeks past pork has been 
selling relatively higher than short ribs in this 
market, which encouraged straddling between 
the two by those specuiatively inclined. They 
sold pork for January and bought ribs for the 
same delivery. There was in addition to this 
considerable selling short of pork mostly by 
local and Eastern men on the tneory that the 
receipts of hogs this and next month would be 
80 overwhelmingly large as to force them 
down to three cents a pound, which would be 
little more than $8 a barrel for pork. The 
receipts of hogs were pretty free at the Stock- 
Yards for a few days last week, but not enough 
to bear down the price noted above, and they 
are not now arriving so freely, the result be- 
ing an advance at the Stock-Yards yesterday 
of 10 cents per 100 pounds. This was the signal 
for which the Chicago “‘iongs”’ bad apparently 
been waiting, and they forced the market. The 
„shorts were obliged to cover, because the 
market was carried up in not a few cases 
above the prices at which trades had been pro- 
tected by margins. The market eased off to- 
wards the close to $10.15 bid for January, the 
top price having been 810.2776. Ribs only sold 
15 cents per 100 pounds bigher. Lard advanced 
12% cents per 100 pounds, but without much 
excitement, 


STOLEN GOODS. 

STATE’S-ATTORNEY GRINNELL’S ARRAIGN- 

MENT OF PAWNBROKER ANDRE ANDREWS. 

Andre Andrews, pawnbroker at No. 322 State 
street, was put on trial before a jury in Judge 
Williamson’s court yesterday afternoon charged 
with larceny and receiving stolen property. 
State’s-Attorney Grinnell in opening the case 
said pawnbrokers were necessary in a city of 
this size. But some of them conducted their 
business in such a way asto add to the num- 
ber of criminals in the community.

LTT 
THE JONES SCHOOL. 
LOCATED IN THE VERY MIDST OF THE 

VILEST, WICKEDEST PART OF THE CITY. 

The Jones Public School stands at the corner 
of Third avenue and Harrison street. It oo- 
cupies about 15,000 square feet—100 feet front 
by 150. The Jot on which it stands is most 
valuable property. The location of the school 
is perhaps the worst that could be chosen in 
Chicago. It must be said in justice to the 
present School Board, as well as to past ones, 
that it is not their fault that it has been so un- 
fortunately placed. The unfortunate location is 
an accident of the growth of Chicago. At this 
time the school is surrounded by ‘“ bed-fiats,’’ 
saloons, meat-markets, cigar-stores, and other 
undesirable places. A TRIBUNE reporter 
visited the place yesterday shortly before 12 
o'clock. He remained not longer than a quar 
ter of an hour, While he was there three patrol- 
wagons passed on Harrison street. One con- 
tained three drunken men, who were shouting 
at the top of their,voices, sweuring, cursing, 
and using ribald language, such as n@nnocent 
child oughtto hear. Soon after a number of 
lewd women were taken to the station. It was 
stated by a party living in the locality, for the 
sake of his property interests, that 1t seemed 
to be the particular pleasure of the policemen 
to cart the harlots past the schoo! at the times 
of recess and recreation. He admitted, how- 
ever, that such things have not been done dur- 
ing Capt. Ebersold’s me. 

WHY IT IS 80 BAD. 

But it is impossible to conduct a public 
school in the vicinity as it ought to be done. 
The surroundings are debasing, the example is 
degrading, the circumstances of location, etc., 
are demoralizing. Besides, the school building 
is not fitted for purposes of popular educa- 
tion. It is four stories high. That 
alone ought to condemn it. The 
majority of the pupils who attend it 
reside east of State street. They are subjected 
to insult going and coming from school. A 
Democratic saloonkeeper, a stalwart, manly 
fellow, much better than his business, has fre- 
quently had occasion to knock down young 
ruffians who were insulting schoolgirls as they 
were passing to and from school. A TRIBUNE 
representative witnessed one of those enliven- 
ing and exhilarating performances last Tues- 
day. 

Less than nine months ago a concert-saloon 
was conducted in the vicinity by a Democratic- 
Harrisonian politician. Owing to the criticisms 
of THe Trisune at the time this man was 
driven out. But worse places than bis linger 
in the neighborhood. Across the alley from 
the school are the bed-rooms; across the 
street are assignation-rooms. In the school- 
book shop by the building cigarets, dime novels, 
and sporting are sold. A night schoo! 
is now conducted in the building. Ifa pupil 
looks eastward through the windows the object 
lessons are by mo means edifying. 

IT SHOULD BE DISPOSED OF. 

The general impression of school-board mem- 
bers, citizens, and residents of the locality is 
that the Jones School is badly located, from a 
moral and a distance standpoint; that the 
building ought, to be demolished and the lot 
rented. A convenient location for a new 
school can be easily found. The rent of the 
Jones School it is valuable for business 
purposes—wili defray the entire expenses. The 
school ought to be located near the lake- 
shore. It is surely as feasible to procure a 
site for a public school ir that vicinity as it 
has been to secure a site for a training school. 

The Jones Building as it stands is dangerous 
to hfe—no school building of four stories ought 
to exist—its location is dangerous to morals, 
and it is inconvenient to a majority of those 
who attend. ‘The School Board ought to pro- 
vide for a building to replace it in a more suit- 
able location. Severe moralists lize Tom Bren- 
an and Mr. James R. Doolittle Jr. ought to look 
to this. 

By providing a new school in a new location 
money can be saved to the city. 

Lest it may appear that anything that has 
been said bere may refiect on the immediate 
management of the school let it be mentioned 
that the Principal, Miss Barnard, takes special 
pains in view of the bad construction of the 
building tu provide for the escape of pupils 
in case of fire. The pupils and teachers are 
drilled with this end in view. Indeed, it may 
be said that the success of the school under 
the adverse and mortifymg circumstances is 
due to Miss Barnard. 

But the school should not be continued. The 
location is most unfortunate. A new and 
more commodious and better located school 
can be provided by the School Board at less 
expense to the taxpayers. 

The location of the Jones School now is a 
reproach to the School Board. Mr. Doolittle, 
Mr. Kraus, and Mr. Brennan will scarcely 
deny that it 18. 


THE COMEDIAN WINS. 
PADDOCK, BANJO ARTIST, DISCHARGED—IN- 
VOLVED FAMILY RELATIONS. 

The charge against William Paddock, the 
banjo and variety artist, of living in open 
adultery with Mrs. Witham, was heard before 
Justice Meech yesterday morning. Mr. With- 
am, the plaintiff, instead of bringing forward 
any proof of the charge which he had preferred 
against Paddock, made rambling statement, in 
which he accused the defendant of having 
committed bigamy by marrying his wife at 
Syracuse, N. V., ten years ago, and of having 
recently seduced his daughter. Paddock had a 
very different story to tell, the substance of 
which was given in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 
Both he and Witham have made creditable 
prison records, but from the evidence 
adduced before Justice Meech it would appear 
that Paddock is the better and more humane 
man of the two. He showed that he bad mar- 
ried Witham’s wife while ignorant at the timo 
that she had a husband, and when he did dis- 
cover this, thought that the fact of Witham's 
four-year sentence in the penitentiary was 
equivalent to a divorce. He had brought up 
Witham's child from the age of 4 years, and 
trained her for the variety stage, and With- 
am’s scheme was now to reap the fruits of 
his labors. When Witham came to Chicago 
six or seven months ago and claimed his wife, 
Paddock, according to his statement, gave her 
up without a murmur. Father, mother, and 
daughter then set out for St. Louis, but as the 
daughter was not asuccess on the variety stage 
there without the aid of her stepfather.“ 
Witham wrot@ to Chicago for Paddock to 
come and live with them, and all would be 
„lovely.“ Paddock declined to join the trio, 
and it was not long before Mrs. Witham and 
her daughter deserted Witham at St. Louis and 
again sought tne protection of Paddock in Chi- 
cago. Paddock further stated that Mrs. 
Witham and her daughter said they had left 
Witham because of his unnatural actions. 
Justice Meech discharged Paddock, as ac- 
cording to the laws of this State he could not 
hold him on the charge adduced without more 
proof. He recommended Witham to get a war- 
rant at Syracuse, N. Y., if he wished to prose- 


cute Paddock for acrime committed there over. 


ten years ago. 

Witham made a vain endeavor later in the 
afternoon to geta warrant out against Pad- 
dock for perjury, but Justice Meech peremp- 
torily deciined to grant it.

Alleged discrimination against National 
banks in the assessment of State, county, and 
other taxes is receiving considerable attention 
in New York and Boston, owing to a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in a Phila- 
delphia case recently.

THE POLYCLINICAL 
IT RELATES TO SPECIAL STUDIES FOR MEM- 
BERS OF THE MEDICAL PROFESSION. 

The preliminaries of a work of considerable 
interest to the medical profession of the city 
and Northwest were müde last night at a meet- 
ing held at the Palmer. The plan is the estab- 
lishment of the Chicago Polyclinical Society, 
similar to existing societies in Berlin and afew 
cities in this country which have adopted the 
German system. The course of lectures will 
extend over a period of six weeks 
each, and every branch of practice 
will be treated by a number of well-known 
medical men. It is intended that the students 
shall consist. mainly of practicing physicians 
who wish to devote a short time to the study 
of some special branch in which they feel 
themselves deficient. A free dispensary and 
a hospital are also included in the plans of the 
originators of the organization. ; 

Thus far about twenty physicians have been 
enlisted in the movement, and temporary 
officers have been elected as follows:

SUBURBAN. 
LAKE. 

The striking teamsters in the employ of John 
B. Legnard & Co. are still out, and will remain 
so. Their places are being filled by other men. 
Late Wednesday night while five of the new 
teamsters were going home from work they 
were assaulted when near Thirty-ninth street 
and Ashland avenue by ten of the strikers. 
The non-union men were badly pounded, but 
their injuries are not regarded as serious. 
Yesterday warrants were sworn out for the 
striking sluggers,and later Frank Kennedy, John 
Madden, Frederick Eady, Andrew Graham, 
and Jerry Twombley were arrested and locked 
up, the remainder thus far escaping arrest. 
Tbrough the mistake of a correspondent, who 
got Mr. Legnard’s Superintendent, C. S. Puring- 
ton, mixed up with the Purington-Kimball 
Brick Company, and so made it appear that the 
strike was in the latter company’s yards, THe 
TRIBUNE was led to do the Purington-Kimball 
Company an injustice. Their teamsters could 
not be induced to strike, and everything in 
their yards isin a satisiactory condition both 
to men and employers. 

HYDE PARK. 

Unknown thieves made a successful raid 
early yesterday morning at Oakland.

Thejury exonerated the train- 
men from any blame in the matter, but criti- 
cised the company for inattention to the wants 
of their passengers in not sufficiently lighting 
the platform at the depot and not making long 
enough stops. The residents of Lawndale com- 
plain that the trains only make a stop of from 
nine to twelve seconds at their station, so that 
if there are three or four to leave the car the 
last one is obliged to alight while the train isin 
motion and to jump a distance of about four 
feet to the ground.

Dr. Ames of the Montana delegation pre- 
sented two resolutions, the first of which re- 
cited the fact that the cattle-growers, in com- 
mon with other residents of the Territory, suf- 
fered serious losses at the hands of cattle- 
thieves, and urging that the Committee on 
Legislation present the matter to Congress and 
the President and earnestly endeavor to secure 
some relief. 

The other resolution was to the effect that 
the Piegan Indians living in Northern Montana 
and the Blackfeet and Blood Indians living 
across the line in British America, and there- 
fore British subjects, are all three members of 
the origina! tribe of Blackfeet. They cross the 
line for the ostensible purpose of visiting 
relatives and improve the opportu- 
nity toedrive horses and cattle into the 
British domain. The resolutions ask that 
the committee sent by the association to Wash- 
myngton to lay their needs before the Executive 
and Congress be instructed to call attention to 
this crying evil, and request that some effect- 
ive action be taken through reciprocity treaty 
or otherwise to mutually deliver up to the 
authorities of the two countries the large num- 
bers of thieves who use the boundary line as a 
protection in carrying on an organized system 
of robbery in both countries. 

Both resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

A communication was read de ng the 
present system of branding cattle, thus depre- 
ciating the value of the hides for tanners’ use, 
and on motion of Dr. Ames the Chair was in- 
structed to appoint a committee of five to con- 
sider the matter. ‘

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were irregular yes- 
terday. Provisions took the lead for the first time 
inavery long while, and there was less doing in 
grain. The tone of the speculative trading was un- 
settied by the varying reports about the war in the 
Orient, but the news leaned to peace, especially 
about 11 o’clock, when it was said that the bellig- 
erente had agreed to an armistice. The weather 
was again mild, but a cold wave was promised, and 
this being more inaccord with the season was ex- 
pected to increase the movement of produce, espe- 
clally corn. The shipping movement was slow, and 
sample grain weakened materially towards the 
middie of the session. 

Provisions were active and very strong. Hogs 
were quted 10e higher with a smaller supply, and 
there were several buying orders for pork in hand 
at the outset, understood to be from the country. 
Hutchinson started the ball by taking 5,000 bris of 
January pork from Baldwin at $10.00, and then Bald- 
win, Roche, and others, soon ran the market up to 
$10.20, which price was bid by Hutchinson in per- 
son. A great deal of trading was done above $10.10, 
bat at l0c above thatthe market turned and set- 
tled back to $10.10, where it hung most of the ses- 
sion with much less doing. Logan, Ferguson, and 


Teufel were conspicuous among the early 
buyers. There was more doing in lara, 
several lots of 5,000 tes each changing 
hands, while comparatively little strength 


was shown in meats, as they were sold by parties 
who had to buy pork. The latter had been sold as 
the highest in price of the two, while ribs were 
bought; and the spread proved to be a loss 
both ways. In the afternoon there was a wave of 
strength on buying orders from outside, 
packers sold so freely, mostiy of pork which they 
had bought early in the day, that the closing tone 
was a weak one. Pork opened 10c higher in the 
morning, at $9.95 for January, improved to $10.20, 
fell back to $10.07% bid, rose to 810.27 M. and closed 
at $10.15 bid, with February at 124e premium, and 
May at (Ike premium. ‘Cash pork was quiet at 
about 10¢ discount (from January) for new, and $1.00 
discount for old. Lard sold up 12, to $6.37 for 
January. and closed at $6.3244 bid, with February 
at 7c premium and March at löe premium. Ribs 
sold 150 higher, to $5.10 for February, and closed 
at $5.05 bid, with January at 7e discount and No- 
vember nominal at 5@1l0ce below January. Cash 
sales were reported of 500 tes lard at $6.2244; 150 
boxes short clears at $5.25; 1,250 boxes long and 
short clears and 200 bris beef hams, both on private 
terms; 535,000 Ibs green hams at 6%@7c for 16-10 
averages, 7e for 15-lb do, and 8e for 12-1b do; 225 
tos sweet pickled hams (16 lbs) at 8560. 

Flour was quiet and unchanged, with little de- 
sides a local trade. The market was easy in tone 
towards the close, when wheat was weaker. Sales 
were reported of 275 bris and 1,662 sacks, equal to 
a total of about 1,450 bris, all on private terms. 

Wheat was less active, and less unsteady. The 
British advices ranged from steady to firm in 
tone, and private cables were of about the same 
tenor, while our receipts were light; but there 
were advices of more free shipments towards us 
from the southern parts of the Northwest. This 
weakened the market at the start, with consols 
quoted firmer, but it soon turned in sympathy 
with pork and then fell back on the receipt of a 
telegram stating that an armistice had been agreed 
upon. The late cables were easier. It was said 
that Hutchinson was the chief support of une mar- 
ket, except as some local scalpers “ yapped it up 
a little to sell on after the first break. Decem- 
ber sold Me lower, to 90\%c, improved to 90%, 
and fell off to 90c asked, closing at doe bid, with 
November at Kenne discount, January at e pre- 
mium, and May at 6c premium. Cash lots of 
spring in store sold at 891%4@00%{e for No. 2, with 
75 for No. 3 in preferred houses and 65}<c for 
No. 4.

The weather so far bas been unfavor- 
able for curing the new crop, and holders seemed 
afraid to let go. The tone changed with the ex- 
pectation of a cold wave, and buyers fell back, 
both on futures and for ear - lots, the latter selling 
down as much as 2¢ in some instances from the 
early transactions, Schwarts-Dupee were the 
leading buyers for the year, and Everingham led 
in selling January after the word went around that 
a cold wave was coming, a large increase in receipts 
before the close of the year being expected to result. 
Later the market was strong in sympathy with 
pork, especially on the near futures. November 
sold up lige, to Ne, though only a few lots of 
6,000 bu each changed hands, and Closed at 44\<c. 
The year sold up e, to de, and closed at 
Aue asked, with January at 3½e discount and 
May at 2c discount.

December sold at 
2834@28 4c, closing at 28340; January at 265¢c, and 
May at 81%4@31%c, closing t 8156@31%c. 
No. 2 in store was nominally 10e, or Ke 
higher. The sample market was about Ke higher, 
With an active demand, and the advance was well 
maintained, all the offerings being promptly taken. 
No. 2 sold sparingly to go to store at 29c. The sales 
were at 27@30%e for No. 3; 29}@32e for No. 3 
white: 294 @30¢ for No. 2; 33@34c for No. 2 white; 
and 324 @3ic for No.3 white barley oats. Not 
graded to arrive sold at 380. Total equal to about 
150.000 bu. 

Rye was firm, No. 2 instore was salable at 61%c 
and No. 3 soldat 55e. Futures were inactive, al- 
though there were more or less speculative orders 
on the market for the deferred deliveries.

The seed market was steady and moderately act- 
ive. Timothy was easier at $1.70 for prime seed. 
The offerings were light and the inquiry fair. The 
sales were $1.67@1.70 for ordinary to prime seed. 
Futures were not mentioned, as none were offered. 
Clover was higher. prime cash seed closing at $5.55 
@5.60. There was a good demand. Poor to fair 
seed sold at $4.40@5.57'4. Futures advanced about 
150% January selling at $5.80 and March at 86.00. 
Flax was steady, No. 1 cash selling at $1.14. 
There was a good demand but the offerings were 
light, only 58 cars coming in, Futures were Male 
higher. December sold at $1.1444 and January at 
51. 1581. 166. Cooperage was io good request and 
higher. We quote: Pork barrels, $1.00@1.05; lard 
tierces, $1.20@1.25; and beef barrels, 65@70c. 

The street markets were very quiet, or, as a 
commisston-man said, It is so confounded dull 
that there is no market for anything.” Shipping 
orders were fair for fruits and vegetables. Pota- 
toes were active, and choice Burbanks advanced 
2c, There was d improvement in poultry. and so 
many live geese were seldom seen on the street. 
Eggs declined e. Game was steady, and 80 was 
the butter market. Cheese was in a littie better 
request, but only for fine goods. Groceries were 
unchanged, and hay was firm andin good demand 
for all grades, 

The dry-goods market was quiet and without 
special interest. Most of the houses are closing 
out lots to reduce stocks and so make ready for 
spring goods. and concessions are being made, but 
they do not affect the general market. The weather 
thus far has been altogether against any tempor- 
ary brisk demand for woolens and heavy goods. 
The iron market continues firm, and the coal trade 
is very active. 

They say that wheat is going up rapidly towards 
$1.25, but it isin the way suggested by Goldsmith 
when he wrote She Stoops to Conquer.“ The de- 
pressing point of yesterday was said to be the news 
that Van Dusen is about to ship 75.000 bu here from 
Minnesota. Also that the German boss has an- 
nounced his intention to see to it that the peace of 
Europe is preserved. Furthermore, the receipts at 
the eight primary Western points reported yester- 
day aggregated 375,000 bu, against 372,000 ba for the 
corresponding day last week. This is a small gain, 
but the boys made the most of it. They generally 
have something with which to prove their case, on 
whichever side they may chance to be. 

The story is now sprung that a prominent oper- 
ator is working with an eye on pork at $12.00 per 
bri and wheat at 85c per bu. As he was out of the 
city yesterday he must have been working at arm's 
length, at all. Perhaps that is how his views 
came to be so well understood by the crowd. 

The bears in pork did not feel quite so sure yes- 
terday of being able to cover their shorts at but 
little above $8.00 for January. They had sold on 
the belief that the receipts of hogs would prove to 
be overwhelming this and next month, but the 
news now does not so much favor that view. They 
say that in some parts of the West there has been 
an extensive burial of the hogs on account of 
cholera, and that while we shall have fair arrivals 
of hogs this winter they do not promise to be so 
large that they cannot be easily taken care of. 
That is what was the matter with the market yes- 
terday, and the way the shorts ran on the first sign 
of impending danger was a caution.’’

French-Canadians Burning with In- 
dignation at the Rebel’s Ex-: 
ecution. 


Maledictions Without Stint Heaped on 
Macdonald and the Orange- 
men. 


The Event Has Given a New Impetus to 
the Talk About Annexation— 
Foreign Oomments. 


QuvEBEC, Nov. 17.—Tuat the banging of Riel 
has been received with grave dissatisfaction 
by the majority of the inhabitants of this city 
is undoubted. The press and our most trusty 
public men condemn the execution as bemg 
both a political blunder and a cruel crime. The 
Canadian voices the sentiment of thousands of 
people in this province in the following edi- 
torial: 

The blood shed on the scaffold at Regina is a bad 
cement, and, if the confederation has no other to 
keep it together, then the gale which will tumble the 


whole fapric to pieces is not far distant, Asa 
young country. too, we have to set to the world the

bad example of punisbing with death that class of 


offenses known as political, which all other civilized 
communities condone; a country, also, in which the 
power of life or death is swayed by factions is not 
likely to be regarded as a safe or desirable One to 
live in. We are asked on all hands, Whatare the 
French-Canadian Ministers doing? Our reply is 
short. Sir Hector Langevin and Mr. Chapleau 
have been vanquished, but they have not deemed 
it opportune to resign. Whatever line of conduct 
they followed their responsibility was immense. 
They have chosen the line mentioned. Their posi- 
tion is exceptionally painful and difficult. Let us 
not repudiate them without hearing their expiana- 
tions. 

L' Evenement, in its editorial comment, says: 

We counsel! caimness in the terrible crisis which 
we are traversing. Calmness has an imposing 
power when it is accompanied by the determina- 
tion to obtain justice, to avenge an outrage On the 
first favorabie opportunity. ‘The future waited for 
coolly, patiently, is always pregnant with such op- 
portunities. The scaffold at Regina is an outrage 
upon the renown of the British Empire. Riel has 
been executed against/the law of nations, in obedi- 
ence to Orangeism, which puts in peril to-day one 
of the richest jewels of the British crown. 

Le Lecteur, the organ of the Quebec French 
Liberals, bas the following: 

This is for us a day of national sorrow, for this 
morning's murder signifies the triumph of Orange- 
men over French-Canadians and Catholics. 

The same paper urges all French-Canadiaus 
to unite with it in burling the Government 
from power, and concludes by callmg upon the 
French-Canadian Conservatives to weep for the 
crime they have committed in nursing for 
twenty-five years the viper which strangled 
them to-day in giving to an Crange chief the 
power to strike them this fatal blow. 


VIEWS OF PROMINENT CITIZENS. 

Tbe correspondent interviewed a number of 
prominent French-Canadianstoday. The Hon. 
P. Garnean, ex-Mayor of Quebec and Conserva- 
tive member of the Provincial Parliament for 
Quebec County, strongly condemned the ex- 
ecution, and said: The Government, by re- 
fusing justice to the half-breeds, was morally 
ruilty of the offenses for which Riel suffered. 
He was convinced that the execution would 


have a tremendous and far-reaching effect 
upon members ot Parliament, though what the 
result would be is not easy to determine as 
yet.” 

Mr. Shepyn, Liberal member of the Provin- 
cial Parliament for Quebec East, is also Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade. He had not 
studied the probable result of Riel's death, but 
condemned his execution and deplored the 
national prejudices which had been appealed 
to both by triends and foes of the condemned 
man. His own son had accompanied the 
Northwest military expedition last spring, and 
had be been killed by Riel’s forces he could 

t neturally have had much sympatby with 

rebel chieftain, whose death, however, was 
amatter for national regret, and bad been 
largely due, he feared, to improper influences. 

Mr. Eugene Chinic, son of Senator Chinic, 
Conservative, loudly condemns the execution 
and will resolve upon bis future line of polit- 


jcal conduct when the motives which actuated 


the Government in hanging Riel are disclosed. 
It it transpires that Orange influence caused 
the execution be would become an uncom- 
promising opponent of Sir John and an annex- 
ationist. 

Mr. T. Chase Casgrain, extreme Conservative 
and one of the Crown lawyers who prosecuted 
Riel, is of the opinion that, in consequence of 
the jury’s recommendation to mercy, the sen- 
tence of death should have been commuted to 
imprisonment for life. 

Mr. F. X. Lemieux, one of Riel’s counsel, 
never believed his client would be executed. 
Even up to this morning he had hope. It al- 
ways appeared to him that Sir John would find 
a way out of the difficulty and save Riel's neck. 
He could scarcely believe that the unfortunate 
man bad actually perished. The political con- 
sequences would be very great, and the Con- 
servative party would be largely the losers. 
Mr. Lemieux is a Liberal and a member of the 
Provincial Parhament tor Levis. 

Mr. S. X. Cimon, M. P., a very pronounced 
Conservative, is fully conviaced that Sir John 
yielded to Orange influences. Any French- 
Cunadian member who now supported him 
would be swept from the polls at the next 
election. Riel's death would certainly lead to 
a war of races, and perhaps of religion, in the 
Dominion. 

Mr. L. P. Pelletier, advocate and Secretary of 
the St. Jean Baptiste Society. said he could 
never again support the Government of Sir 
John. Though strongly conservative himself, 
Sir John's conduct in this matter was infa- 


.mous and had been prompted by his connec- 


hon with the Orange Order. Lower Canada 
would teach him he had made a mistake; a 
complete transformation of parties was in- 
evitable. Hethougbt it probable that mem- 
bers from this province would largely foilow 
Mr. Blake, and that Canadian affairs were more 
than ever pointing toward annexation. 


SIR JOHIN’S DOWNFALL PREDICTED. 

MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 17.— Your corre- 
spoudent today interviewed several represent- 
ative men of the French-Canadian race, whose 
views on the subject of Riel's execution are en- 
titled to considerable weight. The first gentle- 
man called upon was the Hon. Rudolph La- 
flamme, who was Minister of Justice before Sir 
John Macdonaid’s resurrection from his Cana- 
dian Pacific scandal death occurred, and per- 
haps visions of again going back to the place 
may bave made his pleasant countenance more 
pleasant, though it assumed a puzzied look 
when the correspondent told his mission. 1 
am surprised that you came here to me,“ he 
said. ** The result of the banging of Riel makes 
a coalition of the Liberals inevitable. By care- 
ful bandling of the national question 80 as to 
avoid giving offense to our English fellow-citi- 
zens a coalition can be formed that will hurl 
Sir John Macdonald's government from power.“ 

What is to be the result of it all?“ 

“My French-Canadian feliow-countrymen 
are very much irritated by the hanging of 
Riel. They have been insulted by Sir John 
Macdonald. He has been compelled, after 
bamboozling the Orangemen for years and 
pandering to the Romish hierarchy, to yield to 
the Orangemen at last and hang Riel, I be- 
lieve that many of the French Conservatives 
have grown to see that the confederation is 
played out so far as retaining the autonomy of 
the Province of Quebec intact. That is what 
you Americans call State rights. Now these 
Conservatives talk of annexation to the United 
States.“ 

Do you think any great number of French- 
Canadians favor this annexation idea?“ 

“I think so. They would become part of a 
great system, and would soon forget in the 
general prosperity of the country these ques- 
tious of race that threaten their greatness to- 
day. 

What about the reasons for banging Riel 
were there any?” 

*T cali the hanging of Riel a political biun- 
der that I bannot account for in any way—a 
stupid affair that Sir John Macdonald must 
have known would hurt him.“ 


IRISH COMMENT. 


Dustin, Nov. 17.—The Riel execution cabled 
here today has excited great feeling naturally 
against the English authorities. Mr. Gray. M. 
P., in nis newspaper, the Freeman's Journal, 
says: “Everything was done to exasperate 
the sympatbizers of Riel. His trial was a judi- 
ciai mockery of which any free nation ought 
to be ashamed. It was not denounced, as 
under any other circumstances it certainly 
would bave been, because few had any doubt 
that the capital sentence would be commuted. 
We cannot pretend to guess at the policy which 
guided Sir John Macdonald in hunting Riel to 
death in the face of French-Canadian opinion 
against that course, and we are mistaken if it 
does not indirectly tend to strengthen the 
movement for separation which influential pa- 
pers like the Montreal Datly Post so strenuous- 
ly advocate.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 


SIXTY MILLIONS AND SIX YEARS REQUIRED 
FOR THE WORK—GOOD ROUTES FOUND— 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS WHO 
SURVEYED THE ENTIRE LINE. 
WasaincTon, D. C., Nov. 18.—The report of 

Civil-Engineer Menocal, United States navy, 
upon the Nicaragua Canal route, recently sur- 
veyed by a party of which be was at the head, 
has been made public. Mr. Menocal was accom- 
panied and assisted by Civil-Engineer R. E. 
Peavy, United States navy, and Ensign W. I. 
The expedition sailed from New 
York Dec, 20, 1884, and arrived in Panama Dec. 
30, and, while waiting there, employed the time 
in examining the progress of work on the 
Panama Canal. The expedition reached 
Corinto Jan. 7, 1885, and paid an 
official visit to the President of 
Nicaragua at Managua. He extended acordiai 
welcome, and expressed the bope that the 
American Congress would ratify the pending 
canal treaty and that he would be fortunate 
enough to see the work inaugurated during his 
Administration. The party arrived at the con- 
fluence of the Rio San Juan with the River 
Sarapiqui, the point of preliminary operations. 
the 22d of January. It has been proposed to 
convert the River San Juan above its junction 
with the Sarapiqui into an extension of the lake 
by constructing a dam seventy-four feet high. 
The observations of the expedition speedily es- 
tablished the impracticability of this scheme. 
Systematic reconnaissances were made of ail 
the main branches of the San Francisco, and 
surveying operations were continued, often- 
times under great difficulties, until the object 
of tne expedition was successfully accom- 
plished. 

The proposed route extends from the harbor 
of Greytown, on the Caribbean Sea, to Brito, 
on the Pacific. Its total length is 169.8 miles. 
of which 38.98 miles will be excavated canal, 
and 130.82 miles navigation by Lake Nicaragua, 
the River San Juan, the basin of the River San 
Francisco, and seven Jocks. The lake (or inland 
sea) of Nicaragua is about. ninety miles long 
and forty wide, and will*be connected with the 
Pacific by a canal and with the Atlantic by 
slack-water Ravigauon in the River San Juan, 
by a short section of canal trom the River San 
Juan to the basin of the River San Francisco, 
by a navigation through this basin, and by a 
canal thence to the Caribbean Sea. The route 
has been divided into three divisions—the west- 
ern, the middie, and the eastern. The report 
describes in minute detail the engineering feat- 
ures of the three divisions. The eastern divig- 
ion, nineteen and a half miles in length, com- 
prises sixty-three per cent of the total excava- 
tion of the entire canal. 

This portion of the line is upon an entirely 
new loeation, beginning at the southern ex- 
tremity of the proposed inland lake. In the 
San Francisco Valley the canal runs nearly due 
east through a broad, flat valley a distance of 
about 1,600 feet, the average elevation being 
125 feet above the sea level, or 19.13 feet above 
the level of the canal. Thence across project- 
ing spurs the divide is reached at an elevauon 
of 280 feet in a distance of 4,600 teet from the 
basin of the San Francisco. The line then 
curves with a radius of 10,733 feet for a dis- 
tance of 2,500 feet across the little plain at the 
summit, cuts a steep, narrow spur, enters the 
valley of a stream called Deseado, the bed of 
which it follows a sbort distance, then crosses 
to the left bank of that stream and reaches the 
site of lock No. 3 in a rocky spur of the North- 
ern Hilis, 14,200 feet distant from the canal 
level on the other side, the average depth of 
cut for this distance being 119.5 feet above the 
water in the canal. The summit level stretch- 
ing from lock No. 4 across the lake, a distance 
of 144.8 miles, ends at lock Ne. 3, where the 
level of the oanal drops sixty-three feet 
through the solid rock, passing by easy curves 
of 4,800 and 5,200 feet down the widening 
valley of the Deseado. Lock No. 2 is reached, 
4.600 feet from lock No. 3. This lock drops 
the canal twenty-seven feet, and at this lower 
level it passes along the still winding and 


gradually sloping Valley of the Deseado in a 


northeasterly direction a distance of 1,500 
feet, to lock No. 1, which lowers it twenty-six 
feet to the sea level, which it reaches at the 
harbor of Greytown, 6,100 feet distant. 

The apparent insufficiency of the Suez Canal, 
says the report, to accommodate a traffic of 
more than 6.000, 000 tons x year without seri- 
ous delay to navigation—due to its reduced 
sectional area and an inadequate number of 
turnouts—sbows that the dimensions proposed 
in previous reports for a canal across Nicara- 
gua should be considerably enlarged. It is 
proposed now not only to enlarge the water 
prism of the canal by increasing its width and 
depth, but to provide also two larve basins at 
the extremities of the locks, where vessels 
can wait or pass without delay. These turn- 
outs, together with the lake, the river, and the 
San Francisco basin, will greatly facilitate 
navigation by this route, and allow sbips go- 
ing in opposit directions to press each other at 
almost all poinis. These modifications will 
necessarily involve an increase in the esti- 
mated cost of the canal, but it has been 
thought best to provide for the unrestricted 
passage of the largest vessels of commerce and 
1 rafiic of not iess than 12,000,000 tons a year. 

‘The proposed locks have a unifurm length of 
/650 teet between gates and a least width ot 65 
feet. It is proposed that the canal shall have 
a depth of from 28 to 30 feet with a minimum 
width in rock and deep earth cuts of 80 feet at 
bottom. It is estimated that a sbip may pass 
from Greytown to Brito in thirty bours. The 
estimated total cost of the canal is $51,234,958. 
Thirty-two vessels can pass the canal in a day 
or 11,680 in a year, which at the average ton- 
nage of vessels passing the Suez Canal will 
give an annual traffic of 20,140,000 tons. This 
is based on the theory that the canal shal! be 
illuminated with electric lights and the lake 
and river with beacon and range lights, so that 
vessels can move at night as well as day. Much 
space in the report is devoted to showing the 
abundance and exceilence of the materiais for 
construction ready at hand: to the climatic 
conditions of the country, its rainfail and 
heaithfulness, its water supply and its barbors. 
The estimate of cost of the canal was prepared 
after careful computations of all the works re- 
quired for the canal and its accessories, and is 
complete in ail the details necessary to equip 
and complete the work. It is estimated that 
the canaican be completed in six years, and 
will cost, including a contingent of 25 per cent 
added, $64,043,697. 


WHEAT IN MINNEAPOLIS, 


PLENTY OF STORAGE-ROOM LEFT IN THE 
ELEVATORS. 

St. Pau, Minn., Nov. 17.—During the last 
week wheat receirts at Minneapolis were 1,013, - 
000 bushels, or 200,000 bushels less than the 
week previous. Shipments were 95,200 bushels, 
an incréas® of 18,000. The weather bas been 
clear and cold and all that could be desired for 
marketing, yet farmers have not shown any 
anxiety to gell their wheat, and deliveries have 
not increased to any material extent. There 
isnow about 1,000,000 bushels storage-room 
left in the elevators at Minneapolis, but sheds 
are being erected which will hold about 1,000,- 
000 more. There is talk that a great deal of 
iow grade wheat off the southern lines of rail- 
road will be allowed to go to Chicago: but this 
is not probable. Duluth is already beginning 
to feel nervous over the prospect of 
empty elevators during the winter. With 
only 2,000,000 busheis in store at the close 
of navigation, and room for 5.000, 000 
bushels more, it is extremely doubtful if she 
gets enough to fill ber houses before spring. 
The steady increase of shipments from Minne- 
apolis is beginning to attract attention. It is 
claimed that not a bushel of these shipments 
goes to Chicago, but that outside mills are the 
buyers. The advance in Eastern freight rates, 
which goes into effect next Monday, has stimu- 
lated the millers to make all the flour they can 
before that time. It is doubtful now whether 
there will be any general shutting down next 
week as bas been announced. Some millers are 
consigning their tiour, while others are erect- 
ing storage sheds in the city which will hold 
over 100,000 barrels. During the last few days 
one or two millers have expressed their inten- 
tion of running steadily during the winter, con- 
signing their flour, if necessary, and running 
their chances of a better market later in the 
season. The output last week approximated 
160,000 barrels. Itis impossible to obtain ex- 
act figures of production, and all estimates are 
fable to be several thousands oft of the way. 
Last week's shipments were 142,279 barrels.

The Liability of Stockholders—Fam- 
ily Differences Cause a Queer 
Lawsuit. 


An Insurance Firm Turns in Some 
Cash—Limitation of Action Be- 
fore Justices. 


Judge Gresham yesterday morning decided the 
case of the Turner & Seymour Manufacturing Com- 
pany against the Chicago Curtain-Fixture Com- 
pany, Prudence H. Ovington, executrix of W. H. 
Ovington, Henry §. Ansin, administrator of Henry 
L. Holt, and George P. Ross to enforce the stock 
liability of the defendants. The 7th of February, 
1876, the complainant recovered a judgment for 
$2,584 against the curtain-fixture company, and 
being unable to collect it at law filed a creditor’s 
bill charging that the company was organised in 
1872 with a capitai of $25,000, but only $2,500 cash 
was ever paidin. The original stockholders were 
W. H. Ovington, $12,500 of stock: H. L. 
Hall, $12,400; and George P. Ross, $100; 
and the complainant asked to have them compelled 
to pay double the amount due on their stock under 
the statute, and also sought to make the directors 
liable for the amount of their stock for failing to 
make a truthful certificate of the condition of the 
company. The defense was that the action was in 
the nature of a suit to enforce a penalty, and hence 
by the statute of limitations was barred because an 
action had not been begun against the stockhold- 
ers and directors within two years after the 
cause of action arose. The Judge held that 
the liability of the ‘stockholders of the de- 
fendant on their stock subscription was 
a contract liability on which they 
were primarily liable, and that it was not a pen- 
alty which was barred within two years. It being 
a contract liability the statute of limitations did 
not begin to run forfive years. It was also held 
that the provision of the Corporation act which 
made the directors liable for ali the debts of the 
corporation, if they made a false statement in con- 
nection with the condition of the company and its 
stock, was a penal provision, and action for viola- 
tion of the same must be brought within two 
years. A decree was accordingly entered against 
the stockholders. for double the amount of the 
stock they held, but the suit was dismissed as to 
the directors on the ground that the action was 
barred, it not having been begun within two years. 


A NICE QUESTION FOR JUDICIAL DECISION, 


A very singular case is on hearing before Judge 
Tuley, brought, in short, to compel an 8-year-old 
boy to make certain visits to his maternal aunt. 
There is a long story and considerable domestic 
scandal connected with the case, part of which bas 
already been aired in the courts. In 1877 R. W. 
Roloson, a weli-to-do Board of Trade man, mar- 
ried Levanche Dunham, daughter of J. H. Dun- 
ham, a well-known capitalist, and settled $20,000 
on her at the time. She died a year after 
in childbirth, leaving one son, John Dunham 
Roloson, who has been the subject of constant con- 
tention between the families ever since. Up to 
his father’s second marriage in 1881 he lived with 
his maternal grandfather, Mr. Dunham, but there 
was u luwsuit over his possession in which the 
father won. Since then the boy has lived with his 
fatherand stepmother. In 1883 his Aunt Mary 
Virginia Dunham gave to David K. Bradley four 
lots in Hyde Park with the houses on them in 
trust for her nephew, half the income to be paid 
to him until he was 15 years old, and the other 
half invested for him, and after that time all the 
income was to de given to him. This 
was on condition, and here the funny part of the 
case comes in, that the boy should make her a cer- 
tain number of visits a year, each visit to be a 
reasonable length of time.“ If he failed to make 
visits or to make them long enough, then the trus- 
tee was to have the right to apply to any court 
to make an order with reference thereto.“ While 
the visits were discontinued the money was to be 
withheld, and if they ceased for five years the 
trustee should reconvey the property to the aunt. 
The income amounts to about $1,000 a year. The 
boy not having made the stipulated visits for a 
long time, the trustee filed the present bill to 
have the visits recommenced. 

Roloson, the father, filed an answer as guardian, 
in which he intimated that his son did 
not want the property his aunt gave 
him, as he already was worth $18,000 in Govern- 
ment bonds and would be worth more when he 
came of age. He also said that he was not on 
pleasant social terms with his first wife’s relatives 
on account ofa difference of opinion about his 
child, but he claimed his judgment must govern in 
the matter, and that a court could hardly interfere 
to settle private matters of this kind. The hearing 
will be resumed today. 


AN INSURANCE CASE. 
Before Judge Moran an order was entered some 
time ago in the case of the Hibernia Insurance 
Company against W. G. McCormick & Co., the 


insurance-mep; requiring them within twenty days 


to pay into court $12,144, which they admitted they 
had in their hands belonging to the company. 
They, however, claimed a set-of to a 
greater amount tor breach of contract on 
the part of the company in discharging 
them They asked an appeal from the order com- 
peiling them to pay the money over, which was re- 
fused. Then they took an exception to the refusal, 
and again asked an appeal, which was refused. An 
appeal was asked from this order disallowing the 
appeal, and again refused. The twenty days hav- 
ing elapded, an attachment for contempt was issued. 
They excepted to this, and prayed an appeal, which 
was also refused. This exhausted their power to 
delay, and yesterday, very reluctantly, indeed, 
they came into court and paid $12,144 cash to Judge 
Moran’s clerk. They paid under protest, but they 
paid, nevertheless, and the attorneys on the other 
side smiled a great, broad smile as they did so. 


LIMITATION OF ACTIONS BEFORE JUSTICES. 


The Appellate Court met yesterday and decided a 


number of applications for rehearing in cases re- 
cently decided. They also filed an opinion in the 
case of Kation vs. Hanagan. In August, 1873, Pat- 
rick Hanagan recovered a judgment against Rob- 
ert Eation before a Justice of the Peace, and in 
September, 1885, he began another suit on this 
judgment and recovereda judgment. The only 
question was as to whether the suit was barred by 
the stutute of limitations. Judge Bailey held that 
as a Justice of the Peace was nota court of record 
the twenty years’ limitation clause in regard to 
judgments of courts of record did not apply. Jus- 
tices’ judgments, then, must come  with- 
in either the provision of Sec. 16 of 
the Limitation law, which provided that 
on written contracts or other evidences of indebted- 
ness in writing no suit should be brought after the 
expiration of ten years; or Sec. 15, which enacted 
that all civil actions not otberwise provided for’’ 
shall be cancelled within five years next after the 
cause of action accrued. The Judge dodged the 
question as to which of these sections applied in 
thé present case, and held that as the suit was not 
brought until more than ten years after the cause 
of action accrued it was barred in any event, and 
reversed the judgment. 


A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


In the case of the United States against the Home 
National Bank an order was entered yesterday by 
Judge Gresham directing the special counsel! for 
the Government to produce on the trial certain 
checks and pass-books of ex-Postmaster John Mc- 
Arthur when he was a depositor with the bank in 
1874 to 1877. This isa suit to recover the money in 
the bank belonging to McArthur as Postmaster, 
but he ciaims it is really a suit by his sureties. 
They claim about $28,000 from the bank, while the 
latter insists McArthur’s balance was only $4,144. 


HAYNES IS CROSS-EXAMINED. 

The examination of Neison B. Haynes, the mi)l- 
liner whorecently made an assignment for the ben- 
ent of his creditors, began in Kraus & Mayer’s 
private office at 4 p. m. yesterday, and lasted until 
nearly 7. Kraus & Mayer, who represent creditors, 
claim that the assignment will be shown up as all 
wrong, and they propose to use vigorous efforts to 
break it down and hoid Haynes liabie. It is 
stated by them that Haynes was forced to admit 
that the very day before the assignment he trans- 
ferred a department of the branch at 
No. 422, West Madison street, worth $9,000, 
to his wife, for no consideration except an alleged 
debt of 65.500, which he claimed to owe her for five 
years’ wages. The same day, they say, he as- 
signed ail his good accounts, amounting to $17,000 
to Emmons & Billings of New York. Last July, 
they allege, be claimed that his assets exceeded his 
liabilities by $18,000, and now he puts his liabilities 
at $75.000, and his assets at $15,000. Such is the ef- 
fect of the evidence according to the view of Kraus 
& Mayer, who say that when the testimony is writ- 
ten up and brought into court the character of the 
transfer will be self-evident. The examination 
will be resumed at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 


SUED THE JUSTICE. 


Margaretha Soetebeer's case against Justice John 
B. Thomas for $5,000 damages for his failure to en- 
ter her appeal of record came up for trial before 
Judge Smith yesterday. Her claimis that judg- 
ment for $42 was rendered against her before the 
Justice, from which she duly perfected her appeal, 
but that the Justice lost her appeal bond and per- 
mitted execution to issue. Constable Doran there- 
upon levied upon her cow, by reason of which 
plaintiſf suffered great anguish of mind and de- 
came and was exposed to public disgrace,’’ and be- 
sides, the use of the cow was worth a dollar a day. 
The trial began, but the Justice was not there to 
prove the issue of the execution. A juror was ac- 
cordingly withdrawn and the case was continued. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 

Andrew Holt and Anne, his wife, allege in their 
bill that they borrowed $50 of Charles K. Wyman 
last January, but only received $45 in fact, the 
balance being retained to be applied upon the 
interest.“ They paid 5 per cent a month and in 
September repaid over half of the principal, but 
Wyman still claims the entire principal and threat- 
ens to foreciose the chattel mortgage securing the 
loan. Judge Moran enjoined him. 

Mrs. Lina Olson also compiains of the familiarly- 
known defendants, Harry Samuels and Charies 
Williams, fora similar cause. She borrowed $48, 
and appears to have paid over 95 a month. Judge 
Moran in this case also issued an injunction. ~ 

AN EPISODE IN HOTEL-KEEPING. 

In her bill filed in the Superior Court Sarah M. 
Brackett represents that she entered into a part- 
nership with Calvin C. March to purchase the lease 
and furniture of the so-called Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
and conduct it under the name of the Brackett 
House. As her contribution she gavetwo notes for 
$500 and one for $700 secured by mortgage 
upon ber furniture in the Hotel Boulevard in Hyde 
Park, which she owned. The notes were made pay- 

to Calvin March's father, who

Last June the lease 
and furniture were sold to Maivina M. Forsaithe 


for $4,000, of which March received $600, which the 


complainant wants him to accountfor. Mrs. For-

mortgage, and threatens to sell them. She wants 
him to account, and make general amends for his 
misconduct. Judge Gardner enjoined him and 
George O. Proctor, to whom the notes were made 
payable; from transferring them or the chattel 
mortgage until the court permits 1t. 


DIVORCES. 


Mrs. Ada A. Graham brings suit for divorce from 
her husband, Dr. Christian Graham, a practicing 
physician of this city at No. 3624 Wabash avenue. 
who is alleged by her to have a library and surgical 
instruments worth $500 and a generous income 
from the. practice of his profession. Mrs. Gra- 
ham’s maiden name was Shephard. She rehearses 
a gloomy catalog of crueities, and asks to be per- 
mitted to resume her former name. Judge Moran 
enjoined thedefendant from selling his property. 

Suing her husband John for a divorce in the Cir- 
cuit Court, Mrs. Fredericka Miller says that she 
married him at Kreis Griebswald, in Pomerania, 
Sept. 15, 1872, and has five children, the oldest of 
whom is nearly 14 years of age. He owns the 
house and lot No. 1068 West Twentieth street and 
ten shares in a building association. He bas never 
supported his family, she says, but, on the con- 
jrary, has treated them with great brutality. 
Judge Moran issued an injunction to prevent him 
from disposing of his property. 


SHB, SAYS HE WAS A RUDE LANDLORD.

THOUGHT SHE WAS HIS WIFE. 


DISCOVERY OF A WOMAN WHO WANTED 
$200,000 FOR THE LYNCHING OF HER HUS- 
BAND. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 17.—Green Mo- 
Cullough, a desperado known all through South- 
west Texas, stood outside the opeh door ot a 
bar-room about a year ago, and, seeing a man 
inside with whom he had quarreled, raised his 
Winchester rifle and shot him down. His vie- 
tim was one Bright. In his dymg declaration 
he said that by the flash of the gun he recog- 
nized McCullough as his murderer. McCul- 
lough was arrested and put in jail. Next morn- 
ing the most prominent and wea.thiest men of 
the town—bankers, merchants, lawyers, doc 
tors—attempting no disguise, went to the jail, 
took McCullough out, and, after hearing what 
he bad to say, hanged him. 

About six months afterward his wife, who is 
a handsome woman with two interesting chil- 
dren, acting ou tha advice of San Antonio law- 
yers, brought suit against 100 of the residents 
ot La Salle County for $200,000 damages. John 
A. Kerr, a banker of Cotulla, was made cbief 
defendant. Abie counsel was employed on 
both sides. When the case was called the 
plaintiff produced a number of unimpeachable 
witnesses and conclusively proved that the 
defendants were the slayers of McCullough. 
The defense introduced three witnesses who 
testified that McCullough was a married man 
when they first knew him twelve years ago, six 
years before he came to La Salle County, that 
he bad married in the East, and that the first 
wife and two children were still living. ‘** This 
closes our case, said the chief counsel for the 
defendants. * The plaintiff was never McCul- 
lough’s lawful wife and cannot recover.“ 

Sue did not get a cent; sbe had lived with 
McCullough for five years and never for a mo- 
ment suspected that their marital relations 
were otherwise than correct. The prospective 
owner of a great sum of money, she saw ber- 
self reduced to a penniless and dishonored 
woman. McCullougnh’s relations say the wom- 
an was his ouly wife. 


WESTERN CROP REPORTS. 

Torxpo, O., Nov. 17.—Messrs. C. A: King & 
Co. of this city have received 800 crop reports 
from Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Kansas, 
and Missouri during the last five days. The 
wheat area sown this fall will not equal that 
sown last fall. Indiana, Michigan, and Ohio 
report a small increase, while Missouri, 
Kansas, and Illinois show a decrease. The 
present prospects are generally very favora- 
ble. Michigan reports three-fifths of the last 
crop remaining and Obio and Indiana about 
one-half, and each bas a surplus. Missouri has 
nearly one-half, Kansas one-third, and Illinois 
one-quarter, but all will have to import wheat 
to supply local requirements. The corn re- 
ports show the crop to be geuerally better than 
that of last year, and there is very little of the 
old crop remaining.
